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SIR. 


The sixth volume of the Report on the Census of 1911, which we now have the 
honour to submit, contains statistics of the various kinds of buildings enumerated 
in each Administrative Area, whether designed for habitation or not. The presen- 
tation of statistics of this kind has not been undertaken at any previous Census, 
the general term “ house ” having hitherto been used in the population tables to 
denote habitable buildings of all kinds. The reason for making this change was 
stated in the first volume of the Report, and may be repeated here. 


“Tn England and Wales a house was defined at the several Censuses from 1851 
to 1901, inclusive, as being ‘all the space within the external and party walls of a 
building.’ This definition was adopted by the International Statistical Congress 
held in London in 1860, and at that date may have been fairly applicable to all but 
a small number of buildings in this country; such, however, is not now the case, 
when a large number of families live in dwellings which are not structurally distinct. 


“ Acting on the international definition, the figures relating to houses hitherto 
published in the Census volumes included the following, each reckoned as one house, 
(a) ordinary dwelling-houses and dwellings over shops, (6) houses converted for the 
occupation of two or more families, (c) maisonettes or double houses, (d) blocks of 
flats and model dwellings, each block reckoned as one house irrespective of the number 
of distinct suites of rooms inhabited by separate families, (¢) blocks of shops with 
residences above, (f) hotels, clubs, boarding houses, (g) institutions such as work- 
house establishments, hospitals, asylums, barracks, schools, etc., (2) warehouses, 
offices and business establishments (these only when inhabited by resident care- 
takers or others). 


“It is obvious that the statistics hitherto given in the Census tables, relating as 
they do to ‘ houses’ of such widely differing types, lose much of their possible value 
from the indefinite nature of the material classified. This defect is less serious in 
the case of the rural areas, where the diversity of type is at its minimum, but the 
figures for Urban Districts are in many cases very misleading, and wrong inferences 
have consequently often been drawn from them.” 


The statistics given in this volume are based on the descriptions furnished by 
the local enumerators, who were required when delivering the schedules to enter in 
their Memorandum Books “the address and description (e.g., private house, block 
of flats or block of model dwellings, maisonette, workhouse, hospital, school, hotel, 
-church, chapel, warehouse, stable, etc.) of every dwelling or building.” After 
having completed the collection of the schedules, the enumerator was required to 
copy into a “ Summary Book ” provided for that. purpose the address and name of 
the occupier and the description of the kind of building; examples of the manner 
in which these entries were to be made were provided, and on completion of the 
Summary Book the work of the several enumerators in each registration sub- 
district was revised by the Registrar of Births and Deaths. 
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By this means it was intended to obtain the data from which to derive approxi- 
mate totals of the most distinct types of dwellings, and also some indication of the 
number of certain classes of buildings not used as dwellings. 

From the nature of the inquiry it would not be possible to claim a very high 
degree of accuracy for the results; but the replies courteously furnished by the 
majority of Local Authorities, to whom the figures have been submitted for an 
expression of opinion, indicate that, on the whole, they may be regarded as reason- 
ably close approximations. In some cases attention was drawn by the Local 
Authority to considerable errors in classification arising from neglect or misunder- 
standing of their instructions by enumerators, and the necessary amendments have 
been made. The most common errors appear to have been misdescriptions of 
“flats ” and of shops, and some of these may have passed undetected. 


With a view to comparing the numbers of separate buildings used as dwellings 
in 1911 with the numbers returned under the general definition “ houses” in 1901, 
the latter are given throughout the tables. It must be observed, however, that the 
classification of houses in 1911 has resulted in their more accurate enumeration, 
so that the figures may not in all cases be strictly comparable. In 1901 reference 
was made to some flagrant cases in which failure on the part of local officers at the 
previous Census to observe the definition of a house had rendered the figures of 
very little comparative value; and it is probable that minor inaccuracies occurred 
in many districts in 1901 and 1911 also. 


Classification of Buildings.—Before discussing the figures under the several 
headings given in the tables it will be desirable to refer briefly to the general prin- 
ciples of the classification. A broad distinction is drawn between “ buildings used 
as dwellings ” and “buildings not used as dwellings,” the criterion applied being 
the provision of sleeping accommodation on the premises; thus a shop or office which 
is structurally part of a dwelling-house is counted along with the latter as a building 
used as a dwelling, while a lock-up shop is counted as a building not used as a 
dwelling. In order to account for the total population of each area dealt with, all 
the buildings used as dwellings are shown, those which are not classifiable under one 
or other of the definite headings being shown separately as “others ”’; and persons 
who did not pass the night of the Census in any “building used as a dwelling” are 
also distinguished. Under “ buildings not used as dwellings” only certain specified 
headings are given, it being apparent that the returns of other miscellaneous 
buildings would furnish no useful results and could not be made complete. <A stable 
is a building and a rabbit hutch is not, but at what precise point constructions inter- 
mediate between these types cease to be buildings it would be difficult to say. 


Buildings used as Dwellings.— Ordinary dwelling-houses constitute a very large 
majority of the buildings used as dwellings; in addition to those buildings described 
simply as private houses, the heading includes those described as “cottages,” “villas,” 
“farm-houses,” and generally all buildings designed for the occupation of a single 
private family. In rural districts and in those towns where but few houses are sub- 
let to more than one family there is not much probability of error in this number. 
Where, however, sub-letting 1s frequent, mistakes may arise from two sources. 
Perhaps the most important difficulty is the confusion between “ flats ” and ordinary 
dwelling-houses. Some enumerators showed a tendency to describe as “ flats” all 
houses in the occupation of more than one family; while others systematically 
described as “private houses ” those cases in which the houses each consisted of a 
pair of flats. - Thus on the one hand there may be some transference of ordinary 
dwelling-houses to “ flats,’ and on the other hand some transference of “ flats ” to 
ordinary dwelling-houses. A further possible cause of error, leading to an over- 
statement of the number of houses, is the return of two or more schedules from a 
single house which is not described by number or otherwise in such a way as to make 
it apparent that the schedules relate to the same house. 


Flats are distinguished from ordinary dwelling-houses by the fact of their being 
structurally distinct dwellings within the same building, and comparison with the 
figures for 1901 is preserved by counting each block of flats, 7.e., all the space within 
the external and party walls of a building, as one house. The number of separate 
flats in a block differs very widely according to the type of building. In some locali- 
ties the large blocks predominate, while in others flats chiefly consist of the upper 
and lower portions of small houses constructed with separate entrances to the two 
floors. This kind of “flat” has, as stated above, frequently been confused with 
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ordinary dwelling-houses. Sometimes the method of numbering these flats is an 
indication of their character, each pair having the same numeral and the upper floor 
having the letter “a” affixed. But where each flat is numbered separately as an 
ordinary house, they may in some cases appear under the wrong heading in the 
tables. These pairs of flats appear most commonly in some of the northern towns 
and in some parts of London. It may also be noted that the word “flat ” is some- 
times used for barge, but it is unlikely that the occasional use of the word in this 
sense has led to any appreciable error. Another and more serious confusion of terms 
is the use of the word “ tenement ” which has frequently been applied to flats as 
well as to portions of sub-let houses, and, where used in the former sense and 
interpreted in the latter, has probably caused some under-statement of the number of 
flats. In cases where single flats are built over lock-up shops, each flat is counted as 
a building used as a dwelling, and appears therefore as a separate block in column 5 
of the table. The omission on the part of many enumerators to specify the numbers 
of separate blocks of flats rendered it necessary in such cases to return the summary 
books to the registrars for completion, and this increased the work of tabulation. 


Shops are generally distinguished from ordinary dwelling-houses without much 
difficulty; but the frequent practice of exposing goods for sale in a room of an 
ordinary dwelling-house has caused the enumerators some doubt as to the proper 
description to apply to the building, and the general tendency would appear to be 
for such doubtful cases to be entered as ordinary dwelling-houses. In a few urban 
districts it was found on abstracting the figures that no buildings had been described » 
as shops, and in some other districts the numbers were absurdly small; inquiries in 
these cases have been sent to the local registrars and the corrections have been made 
as far as possible. In other cases a shortage in the number of shops has been 
pointed out by the local authority and has been rectified after inquiry. Workshops 
such as “ blacksmiths’ shops,” “ carpenters’ shops,” etc., are not included under this 
heading. Shops classified as “ buildings not used as dwellings ” comprise all those 
without sleeping accommodation and therefore include not only lock-up shops such 
as are built on the ground floor front of blocks of flats or of other large buildings, 
but also large business establishments in which the staff does not sleep on the 
premises and there is no resident caretaker. 


Hotels, Inns and Public Houses as shown in the table approximate closely to 
the number of licensed premises; and as the figures have in most cases been passed 
by the local councils they may be regarded as fairly correct. They do not actually 
coincide with the numbers coming within the cognisance of the licensing authorities 
owing to the inclusion, on the one hand, of temperance hotels; and to the exclusion, 
on the other hand, of such places as clubs and railway refreshment rooms and of 
public houses which are not occupied at night. 


Offices, Warehouses, Workshops, Factories which appear as “ buildings used as 
dwellings ” are not nearly as numerous as those shown in the table as “ buildings not 
used as dwellings ”; those in the former category are mainly occupied at night by 
resident caretakers, or sometimes, as for example, banks, by resident managers; 
those in the latter category are either untenanted or were occupied on Census night 


only by watchmen or by other employés who would be enumerated at their own homes 
on the following morning. 


Institutions—The buildings shown under this heading include all the 
public institutions given in Table 17 of Volume I, namely, Workhouse Estab- 
lishments, Lunatic Asylums, Hospitals, Prisons, Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools, Institutions certified under the “Poor Law (Certified Schools) Act, 1862,” 
and Certified Inebriate Reformatories and Retreats, as well as the Naval and Mili- 
tary Establishments given in Table 20 of Volume I. In addition to the above, 
Registered Lodging Houses, Nursing Homes, Boarding Schools, Colleges, Convents, 
Orphanages and Almshouses are also included. It will be observed that a great 
variety of buildings is combined in one total and it is not possible to say exactly 
how far the numbers given in the table relate to separate structures or to separate 
institutions. At previous Censuses a large institution which was specially enumer- 
ated by the chief resident officer was generally counted as a single inhabited house 
although it may have consisted of more than one separate block of buildings; while 
a small institution, such as a row of almshouses, enumerated with the ordinary houses 
in the district, would be counted as several houses in accordance with the general 
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definition. ‘There has therefore on this account been a slight under-statement of 
the number of “ houses” as hitherto defined, but the numbers are so small in pro- 
portion to the total that the effect is almost negligible. The same practice has been 
followed on the present occasion in order to furnish comparative figures; and it 
may therefore be assumed that the number of inhabited institutions does, on the 
whole, represent the actual number of institutions more nearly than the number of 
separate institution buildings. 


Other Buildings include dwellings over stables, and various buildings such as 
clubs, town halls, museums, libraries, schools, theatres, etc., with resident caretakers. 
Barns, sheds, tents, etc., in which any person slept on Census night are not included 
under this heading; persons enumerated in such structures are shown in column 11 
together with those persons who passed the night in the open air and those who 
were enumerated on board vessels. 


Uninhabited Dwellings are all those in which no person passed the night of the 
Census; an unlet house occupied by a caretaker, or a house left in charge of servants 
is, therefore, not included under-this heading, but appears as an inhabited house. 
In 1901 an attempt had been made for the first time to divide uninhabited dwellings 
into two classes, viz., those “in occupation ” and those “ not in occupation.” Un- 
inhabited houses in occupation were those from which the tenants were temporarily 
absent on Census night, and included such places as dwellings over shops inter- 
mittently occupied, ordinary dwelling-houses of which the occupants were absent 
on visits, seaside and country cottages occupied only during the summer 
months; uninhabited houses not in occupation were, in fact empty houses and 
included new houses unoccupied on account of their recent completion as well 
as old houses unoccupied on account of dilapidation; buildings in ruins and others 
condemned as unfit for habitation were not intended to be counted as dwellings, but 
it is possible that some few were included. The distinction between the two classes 
of uninhabited houses was made with a view to showing, as nearly as was practicable 
from the Census returns, how many houses were liable for rates as occupied premises 
—inhabited houses and uninhabited houses in occupation being classed together for 
this purpose. But from the number returned it appeared probable that the large 
increase over 1891 in the number and proportion of uninhabited houses in some 
urban areas was due in a great measure to the inclusion of lock-up shops as houses 


“in occupation.” It was therefore considered desirable not to attempt the distinc- 
tion in 1911. 


Dwellings being built are probably returned with a fair degree of accuracy, but 
a little uncertainty probably attaches to the figures for shops, offices, etc., and other 
buildings, which in some cases may have been entered in one or other of these 
columns even when not intended to be used partly as dwellings. 


Buildings not used as Dwellings.—Places of Worship. All churches, chapels, 
mission halls, Sunday schools, and other places of religious worship as returned by 
the enumerators are given under this heading, except in those cases where there 
is a resident caretaker in the building, or where the place of worship forms oniy 
part of a building, the remainder of which is used for other purposes. For these 
reasons the numbers given in the table do not correspond exactly with the number 
of churches and chapels of the Established Church in which marriages could be 
legally solemnized, and of Places of Meeting certified for Religious Worship. The 
numbers of such buildings as were on the register at the end of 1910 have been 
carefully compared with the numbers of places of worship as returned by the 
enumerators; after allowance on the one hand for buildings belonging to the Estab- 
lished Church in which marriages could not be legally solemnized, and on the other 
hand for registered places which were not entire buildings or which were inhabited 
on Census night, inquiries were sent with respect to apparent omissions on the part 
of enumerators, and the necessary corrections have been made. As a result of these 
inquiries it was found that in a considerable number of cases the building in ques- 
tion was not, at the date of the Censtis, used for purposes of religious worship. 


Government and Municipal Buildings include all government and municipal 
offices not occupied at night, buildings connected with municipal gas, electric, water, 
tramway, etc., works, police stations, fire brigade stations, public libraries, baths, 
and school buildings provided by local education authorities. Some errors may have 
arisen owing to failure to distinguish in all cases buildings, especially schools, under 
public control from those privately owned, and it is probable that the returns under 
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this heading are consequently somewhat understated. State and local government 
institutions, such as prisons, workhouses and isolation hospitals, are not included 
here, but under the heading “ Institutions.” 


Shops, Offices, Warehouses, etc. (not used as dwellings), have already been 
alluded to, but it may be pointed out that in the numbers included here no distinction 
is made between occupied and unoccupied shops, etc., and it is probable that some 
shops with dwellings attached have been inadvertently classed under this heading 
because the dwellings were uninhabited. ~ It is possible also that some of the offices, 
warehouses, etc., shown as uninhabited buildings used as dwellings should have been 
classed as buildings not used as dwellings. 


Theatres and other Places of Amusement.—The numbers under this heading do 
not show the total number of places of amusement in a given locality, partly 
because some such places come under the heading “other buildings used as dwel- 
lings” on account of having a caretaker or other person resident on the premises, 
and partly because in many cases halls and rooms occasionally used for concerts, 
dances, etc., form part of larger buildings such as hotels or town halls and are 
classed accordingly. 


The figures for all buildings not used as dwellings include unoccupied buildings, 
but not those in course of erection. The total number of. buildings of all kinds 
shown in the table does not always represent the number of separate ratings in a 
district on account of the exclusion, already alluded to, of certain miscellaneous © 
buildings not used as dwellings—for example, stables, coach-houses, cow-sheds, 
etc.—and also on account of parts of buildings being separately rated. 


Number of Inhabited Buildings and Average Number of Occupants—The 
number of inhabited buildings or “ houses ” in 1911 as derived from the returns 
furnished by the enumerators was 7,141,781, compared with 6,260,852 in 1901; the 
average number of persons to an inhabited building was 5°05 in 1911 against 5°20 in 
1901; in all urban districts (including London and the County Boroughs) the 
averages were 5°23 and 540 respectively, while in the rural districts they were 451 
and 458. The tables in the present volume do not afford any information as to the 
relative amount of accommodation in the inhabited buildings returned at the two 
Censuses. At previous Censuses (1891 and 1901) the numbers of separate tenements 
of 1, 2, 3 and 4 rooms were tabulated, and at the recent Census the tabulation, the 
results of which will be published in a separate volume, was extended to all tene- 
ments of 1 to 9 rooms, but it has not been considered desirable to carry this tabu- 
lation further in the case of tenements or to apply it to houses as such. If, how- 
ever, it may be assumed that between 1901 and 1911 there was, on the whole, no 
material variation in the size of houses, the averages quoted above would 
indicate an increase in the amount of house-room per head of population, and the 
improvement would appear to be greater in the urban than in the rural districts. 
Among the several administrative counties the average number of persons to an 
inhabited building was less in 1911 than in 1901 in all but two English and four 
Welsh counties. | 


The exceptions among the English counties are Southampton, where the slightly 
increased average is due to a large increase in the military population rather than 
to a diminution of house accommodation, and Monmouthshire, where the abnormally 
large increase of population due to mining and industria] activity appears to have 
outstripped the increase of houses; in this connexion it may be noted that the 
proportion of uninhabited houses in the latter county is low, while the proportion 
of houses being built is exceptionally high. The four Welsh counties showing an 
increase in the average number of persons per house are Brecknockshire, Flintshire, 
Carmarthenshire, and Glamorganshire, in the two latter of which conditions prevail 
similar to those referred to above with regard to Monmouthshire. 


‘In the County Boroughs the average number of persons per house in 1911 was 
4°99; in all other urban districts (excluding London) it was 4°85; and in the rural 
districts, 451. Comparing one county with another by far the highest average is 
found in London, which has 7°89 persons per house; next in order come Middlesex 
with 561, Northumberland and Glamorganshire each with 5°45, Monmouthshire 
and Durham each with 5°32. The lowest proportions are naturally found among 
the most rural counties, e.g., Cardiganshire, 3:89; Anglesey, 4:03; Merionethshire 
and Huntingdonshire, 4:14; Cambridgeshire, 415; and Carnarvonshire and Norfolk, 
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418. The following statement shows the large towns having respectively the 
highest and lowest average number of persons to an inhabited house in 1911; the 
averages for 1901 are given for comparison. It will be noticed that in both groups 
of towns the average number in 1911 is generally less than in 1901.

In the Administrative County of London the average number of persons per 
house fell from 7°93 in 1901 to 7°89 in 1911; in the City of London, however, and in 
nineteen of the metropolitan boroughs there was an increased average number per 
house in 1911, although in all but four of these there was a decrease of population 
during the inter-censal period. The boroughs of Holborn and Finsbury, for 
example, decreased in population by 169 and 13°3 per cent., respectively, while the 
average number of persons per house rose by 41 and 5'4 per cent.; in both cases the 
increase in the average per house may be due to an increase in the proportion of 
the population living in large blocks of flats. 

The metropolitan boroughs with the highest and lowest averages, respectively, 
were as follows :—

The variations in the average numbers per inhabited house in 1911, shown 
by the large towns and metropolitan boroughs given in the above statements, cannot 
be regarded as implying similar variations in the amount of house accommodation 
per person. Apart from the disturbing influence of large institutions and of 
large blocks of flats, there is undoubtedly considerable variation in the average size 
of houses as between one locality and another, and consequently a comparison of the 
average cubic space per person available in the dwellings of the several places 
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cannot be deduced from the above figures. Some further light will be thrown on 
this subject by the statistics to be published in the volume relating to separate 
tenements, in which the numbers of rooms occupied by various numbers of persons 
will be shown. It may be assumed that in the towns with a comparatively high 
average number of persons per house there is either more sub-letting of ordinary 
dwelling-houses, or a larger proportion of flats, than in the towns with a low average 
number of persons per house; but it is at least probable that on the whole any excess 
in the average which may be due to the latter consideration would be partly com- 
pensated for by the greater accommodation provided in a block of flats than in a 
single dwelling-house of the same class. 


Similarly in comparing the average number of persons per house in 1901 and 
1911 for the same area possible differences in the character of the houses at the two 
periods must be considered, as well as the slight uncertainty of the actual compara- 
bility of the figures for the reason stated on page iv. As regards erection of flats in 
the inter-censal period the Census returns afford no direct indication; towns which 
in 1911 had but few flats present no difficulty, but for those which had considerable 
numbers it is not possible to say whether or not they had similarly large numbers in 
1901. The effect of public institutions, however, on the average numbers per house 
is more easily shown. In Epsom Urban District, for instance, out of a total popu- 
lation of 19,156, more than 5,000 were enumerated in asylums which were opened 
in the inter-censal period, and the average number of persons per house rose from 
5°86 in 1901 to 761 in 1911; a still more striking case is the small Urban District 
of Thurstonland in Yorkshire West Riding, where a new county asylum con- 
tained 1,160 persons out of a total population of 2,041; and the average number 
of persons per house rose from 422 to 9:24. In the rural districts of Amesbury, 
where the average rose from 496 to 6:08, of Alton, where it rose from 4°42 to 6°02, 
and of Andover, where it rose from 4'41 to 6°17, the increases were due to the 
occupation since 1901 of military barracks or camps. 


Quite a different cause of increased averages is apparent in some cases where a 
rapid growth of population may lead to a temporary shortage of house accommo- 
dation; this has already been suggested as the cause of the increased average in 
- Monmouthshire (not of the consistently high average which it has in common with 
other colliery centres); and in four of the urban districts in that county—Bedwellty, 
Caerleon, Mynyddislwyn and Rhymney—an abnormally high rate of growth is 
associated with remarkable increases in the average number of persons per house. 
It may be observed, however, that the rapid development of a district may actually 
lead to a decreased average number of persons per house. This is especially true of 
suburban districts where building operations on a large scale generally mean the 
introduction of many comparatively small houses in place of a few comparatively 
large ones; for example, among the urban districts of Middlesex, the population of 
Hendon increased by 72°9 per cent., while the average number of persons to a house 
decreased from 6°64 to 5°78, the population of Southall Norwood increased by 994 
per cent., while the average number of persons to a house decreased from 6°91 to 
5°94,* and the population of Southgate increased by 1242 per cent., while the 
average number of persons to a house decreased from 5°32 to 4°62. In other cases a 
reduced average number of persons per house is associated with a decline in total 
population; the following urban districts may be cited as examples :—

Proportion of Population in Dwellings of various kinds.—Of the total popu- 
lation enumerated, 86°6 per cent. were returned as in ordinary dwelling-houses, 
52 per cent. in shops, 3°0 per cent. in institutions, 2°9 per cent. in flats, 1°4 per cent. 
in hotels, 0°6 per cent. in offices, warehouses and other buildings; the remaining 0°3 
per cent. were enumerated on board vessels, or in barns, sheds, tents, etc., or in the 
open air. As would be expected, the urban districts show a larger proportion than 
the rural districts in shops, in institutions, and in flats. Comparison of the pro- 
portions for the large aggregate areas is afforded by the following statement :—

Number of Uninhabited Dwellings and Dwellings being built—A large number 
of empty houses in a district may sometimes be regarded as evidence of a lack of 
prosperity; but in view of what has already been said (see page vi) the number of 
houses uninhabited on Census night is by no means a certain indication of the con- 
dition of a district. Towns and rural areas vary very greatly as regards the pro- 
portions in which the several kinds of uninhabited dwelling-houses contribute to the 
total. A decaying town in which tenants cannot be obtained for a large number of 
the houses; a suburban district in process of development by enterprising builders, in 
which a large number of houses are always just about to be occupied; and a seaside 
town, in which a large number of houses would be occupied if the census were taken 
three or four months later, may all three show exactly the same proportion of un- 
inhabited dwelling-houses although the conditions of the three districts are entirely 
dissimilar. : 

The number of houses in course of erection is perhaps a better guide than the 
number of uninhabited houses to the prosperity of a locality; and in view of the inter- 
dependence of the numbers it is necessary to consider both together It has been 
remarked in the report on a previous Census* that the proportion of houses building 
to houses existing is influenced by the average time it takes to build houses and by 
the average number of years they last. And at a given date the proportion is 
affected also by the season of the year, by the building operations in the seasons 
immediately preceding, by the facilities for obtaining money by small builders, 
and the price of building materials. Any of these considerations may have 
considerably affected the numbers at any Census; thus, for example, it has been 
stated that at the Census of 1891 “the number and proportion of houses in course 
of erection was exceptionally small, owing, it was presumed, to the severe and 
prolonged frost that prevailed in the early months of that year.”{+ For these reasons, 
therefore, comparisons with previous Censuses must be made with caution. Speak- 
ing generally, however, the number of uninhabited houses was less in proportion to 
the number of inhabited houses at the Census of 1911 than it had been at any of

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the four preceding Censuses; and the proportion of houses being built was very much 
less than it had been at any previous Census. The following table shows the numbers 
of houses—inhabited, uninhabited and being built—at each Census, 1801-1911 :—

On examining the figures at the last two Censuses for the different classes of 
area it will be seen that the apparent decline in the proportional number of un- 
inhabited houses is somewhat less in the urban than in the rural districts, and 
less in the county boroughs than in the smaller urban districts. In all these com- 
parisons, however, the possibility of varying proportions of lock-up shops having 
been included in the figures for 1901 must be remembered. As regards houses 
being built, the proportion to the total inhabited is naturally less in 1911, and the 
proportional decrease greater, in the Administrative County of London than in 
any other of the groups for which figures are given in the following statement :—

a ratio to population of one to 722; of these 49,970 churches, chapels, etc., 22,797 
were returned in the urban districts and 27,173 in the rural districts, the average 
numbers of persons for each place of worship being 1,235 and 291, respectively; in 
the county boroughs the average was 1,454, and in the smaller urban districts, 961. 
No attempt to obtain by means of a Census any statistics of buildings of this kind 
had been undertaken since 1851. At that Census a detailed inquiry was made 
embracing not only the number of buildings, but also the denomination of the 
religious body to which they belonged, the date of erection, the number of sittings 
provided, the number of worshippers on a certain day (Sunday, 30th March, 1851), 
and other particulars. The returns were made voluntarily, it having been 
decided that the terms of the Census Act did not authorize the inclusion of such 
particulars among the statutory subjects of inquiry. The results were embodied in 
a series of detailed tables, prefaced by an elaborate report giving an account of the 
progress of religious opinions in England and of the doctrines and organization of 
the various religious bodies. Only the actual number of buildings has been ascer- 
tained on the present occasion, and comparison with 1851 is therefore limited to the 
relation of the number of buildings to population; moreover the results of the 
inquiry in 1851 were tabulated for the ancient counties, for many large towns, and 
for registration districts, while the figures for 1911 are given only for administrative 
areas. In the following statement therefore a few counties have been selected in 
which the difference between the ancient county and the administrative county with 
its associated county boroughs is inconsiderable and for a few large towns of which 
the boundaries have not been much extended between the two Censuses :—.

These figures bear the impress of the obvious fact that, as may be seen also 
from Table VII, a scattered rural population requires more places of worship in 
proportion to its size than one of urban type. The difference is probably compen- 
sated for to a large extent by the larger size of buildings in the towns. As the total 
population is now much more urban in type than it was in 1851 the proportional 
number of places of worship required on the scale of accommodation then provided 
must now be considerably less than in that year, a fact which no doubt largely

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explains the increase in population per building from 520 to 722. In this con- 
nexion it is to be noted that the increases in persons per building shown above for 
counties are on the whole much larger than those shown for towns. The greatest 
proportional increase is in Essex, which in 1851 was a county of predominantly 
rural type, whereas in 1911 only 20 per cent. of its population lived in the rural 
districts, the large urban communities of West Ham, East Ham, Walthamstow, 
Leyton, Ilford and Southend having meanwhile come into existence. 


As regards other classes of buildings not used as dwellings, no data are avail- 
able for comparison with any previous Census, and on account of the variety of 
the buildings necessarily grouped under each heading only the most general com- 
parisons between different localities should be attempted. The total numbers of 
shops, whether with or without dwellings attached, and the proportion they bear 
‘to the populations of the several areas may reflect to some extent their commercial 
status, though the mere enumeration of the number of buildings in which retail 
trade is carried on can form but a very imperfect index of the volume or character 
of that trade. Similarly the number of separate buildings used entirely as offices 
or as warehouses, workshops or factories, does not afford any very definite infor- 
mation as to the mercantile or industrial activity of the place in which they are 
situated. In the case of government and municipal buildings and of theatres and 
other places of amusement no close comparisons can be made without some allowance 
for the numbers (not ascertained as in the case of shops, etc.) included as “ other 
buildings used as dwellings.” The following statement shows the average number 
of each of the specified kinds of buildings not used as dwellings to 100,000 popu- 
lation in the typical divisions of the country; the average for all occupied shops, etc., 
inclusive of those used as dwellings is also given :—

The proportional number of shops, offices, etc., is greatest in the county 
boroughs and least in the rural districts. The anomaly of the greater proportional 
number of government and municipal buildings in the less populous centres may be 
due partly to the larger number of small schools in those districts, but the cause of 
the excess of places of amusement in the smaller urban districts as compared with 
the county boroughs is not so apparent, though it is probably associated with smaller 
size of the buildings. The greater proportion of places of worship in districts 
where the population is most scattered has already been noticed and a similar ten- 
dency is observable with regard to hotels, inns, etc., though in this case the variations 
are not so wide. 


The fact that this is the first time the Census organisation has been utilised for 
the collection and tabulation of statistics of various kinds of buildings naturally 
gives a somewhat tentative character to the results. The problems presented to 
the very large number of enumerators—especially in towns—in attempting to fur- 
nish satisfactory descriptions of all the diverse structures in their districts have 
probably not all been solved in the best possible manner; and the Registrars of Births 
and Deaths who were responsible for the revision of the enumerators’ work had no 
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previous experience to guide them in this particular matter. It is hoped, however, 
that the figures now presented, though admittedly imperfect, are not without value. 
They do not represent the result of any special inquiry, since particulars regarding 
the buildings in their districts, habitable or otherwise, were in any case required 
from enumerators as at past Censuses in order to ensure a correct return of popu- 
lation. The question of the repetition in future Census reports of the tabulation 
contained in this volume will probably be decided largely by the degree of value - 
found in practice to attach to it.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES. 


(1.) In all cases of alteration of bounduries since the date of the Census of 1901, the figures for 1901 and 1911 
relate to the area as existing at the date of the latter Census. Where alterations of boundaries have 
taken place between the date of the Census of 1911 and 30th June, 1912, the areas affected are marked 
with an asterisk, and the figures relating to the altered areas are shown on pages 312 to 320. 


(2.) In columns 2 and 3 the numbers of inhabited buildings used as dwellings are equivalent to the numbers of 
inhabited houses tabulated at previous Censuses; and the numbers of uninhabited buildings, to the 
numbers of houses without inmates on Census night—such houses were separately distinguished in the 
1901 returns as ‘‘in occupation’’ and ‘‘ not in occupation.’’ A ‘‘ house’’ has, in the reports upon 
the Censuses of 1851-?901, been held to be ‘‘ all the space within the external and party walls of a 
building ’’ (See vol. I., p. viii. of the present Report) and this definition applies also to the ‘‘ buildings 
used as dwellings’’ of the following tables. Temporary huts accommodating navvies, etc., and sheds 
and barns in which vagrants were found to have passed the night, are not included in the total of 


buildings used as dwellings, these structures not having been reckoned as ‘‘ houses’’ in previous Census 
Reports. 


(3.) The numbers of ‘‘ Families or Separate Occupiers’’ given throughout these Tables are equivalent to the 
numbers of Schedules collected. 


(4.) The classification of the kinds of buildings is based on descriptions furnished by the local enumerators ; 
in some cases, especially as regards the distinction between a flat and an ordinary dwelling-house occupied 
by more than one family, differences in practice are almost inevitable; the numbers under the several 
headings must therefore be regarded as approximate. 


(5.) In order to conform with the definition of a house (see paragraph 2) thereby rendering the figures com- 
parable with those of previous Censuses, the numbers of separate ‘‘ blocks ’’ of flats are given in column 
5, while the numbers of separate flats or tenements therein are separately shown in column 12. It 
should be observed, however, that a ‘‘ block ’’ may consist of a single flat over a lock-up shop. 


(6.) The numbers in column 8 relate only to those business premises (other than shops) in which sleeping 
accommodation for caretakers or others is provided. 


(7.) The ‘‘ Institutions ’’ shown in column 9 include, in addition to those which are given individually in 
Tables 17 and 20, Vol. I., such places as schools and colleges, convents, orphanages and almshouses. 


(8.) The numbers of buildings not used as dwellings have not been tabulated at previous Censuses, except in 
the case of Places of Worship concerning which information was collected at the time of the Census of 
1851; the figures in column 14 do not include buildings in course of erection, nor buildings in which 


sleeping accommodation is provided, the latter being included under their appropriate headings in 
columns 6-10.

Sir, 

We have the honour to submit the detailed results of the tabulation of the ages and 
condition as to marriage of the population as returned at the twelfth decennial census 
of England and Wales. In former volumes we have shown the numbers of persons in 
the several districts into which the country is divided for the various purposes of local 
government, for parliamentary electoral purposes, and for ecclesiastical matters. In 
the present and succeeding volumes a statistical analysis of the population, by age, 
occupation, birthplace, etc., will be attempted ; the areas for which these statistics will 
be presented are mainly the administrative counties, the county boroughs, municipal 
boroughs and other urban districts, and the rural districts. 


1. AGES. 


Returns made at previous censuses.—Although there have been twelve enumerations 
of the population, full particulars of ages have been returned on only seven of these 
occasions. In 1801 and 1811 no inquiry at all as to ages was made. In 1821 the 
Overseers entrusted with the enumeration were requested to obtain returns of age if 
they could conveniently do so. Little reluctance was shown to answer the question, 
but some Overseers failed to put it, with the result that the returns of age applied to 
10,530,671 persons only of the 11,978,875 enumerated. 

In 1831 the Overseers were instructed to return the number of males aged upwards 
of 20 years, and with this limitation the return was made compulsory. 

The 1841 census extended the inquiry, on its compulsory basis, to the whole 
population, but some indefiniteness of statement was countenanced by the Act of 1841 
(4 Vict. c. 7), amending the Census Act of 1840 (3 & 4 Vict. c. 99). This amending Act, 
which authorized for the first time schedules to be filled up by the several “ Occupiers 
of Dwelling Houses,” provided that “the age of every person may be set down as that 
multiple of five years which either expresses his or her real age, or is next below his or 
her real age.”’ 

The schedules used in 1851 required the “age last birthday” to be entered for 
every person, and this form of question has been repeated at each subsequent census. 
Thus the information collected on this subject may be regarded as fairly comparable 
from 1851 onwards; and, generally speaking, its value for purposes of comparison has 
been impaired only to the extent to which each succeeding return has been improved 
in absolute value by the increasing accuracy of the figures. Incorrect statements of 
age must always be expected, but there are good grounds for believing that the resultant 
errors are less marked in recent than in earlier censuses.* 

Tabulation in single years——Until the present occasion the ages of the population 
have not been tabulated in single years throughout the whole period of life. In 1841 
the figures were necessarily grouped in periods of five years ; this procedure was followed 
exactly in 1851, and, with the slight exception that ages of children at each year under 
five were shown from 1861 onwards, was continued until 1891. Additional detail was 
given in the report on the census of 1901, where the numbers at each age from 13 to 
21 years were tabulated; and, with a view to testing the approximate accuracy of the 
returns, the results of an experimental tabulation by single years of the ages of about 
half a million of the population were shown. These results, valuable in themselves as 
indicating roughly what would probably be revealed by a similar analysis of the figures

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for the whole country, emphasised the need for greater precision in this branch of the 
census inquiry. The adoption of electrical tabulating machinery at this census has 
rendered practicable the elucidation of statistical facts in far greater detail than could 
be hoped for under the system hitherto followed, and a table frequently asked for, 
viz., a detailed record of the ages of the population as stated in the census schedules, 
is now published for the first time in this country, and will, it is hoped, prove of great 
interest to the actuarial profession. 

The detailed results for England and Wales as a whole, for London, and for certain 
large aggregates, e.g., the totals of the Urban and Rural Districts, are given separately in 
Tables 1-7. Considerations of space prevent the publication of similarly detailed 
figures for each administrative area, but these figures have been recorded and can be 
furnished, in terms of Section 9 of the Census Act, to local authorities or to any person 
to whom the information is of interest. 

Uses of statistics of ages—Statistics of the age-distribution of the population 
are second in importance only to the fundamental record of the actual number 
of persons living; for the age-constitution is the key which alone can furnish an 
explanation of many of the phenomena associated with different populations. Thus, 
for example, appreciation of the meaning of vital statistics depends on a just estimate 
of the relation of births and deaths (especially the latter) to population at the several 
ages. A further illustration of the desirability of knowing the ages of a population is 
seen in the number of legislative enactments which are applicable only to persons within 
certain prescribed age-limits; and administrative work in connexion with such Acts 
is necessarily hampered when, in the absence of definite knowledge on the subject, the 
population to be dealt with has to be estimated, generally from more or less 
unsatisfactory data. For educational purposes it is of paramount importance to know 
the number of children of school-age in various districts; and for many economic 
reasons the numbers living at successive ages are required. Other examples will suggest 
themselves, but enough has been said to show that a census which did not take account 
of the ages of the population would be lacking in one of its most essential features. 

Comparison by age-groups.—Although for certain purposes it is desirable to know 
the precise ages as returned on the schedules, it will be found necessary in comparing 
the present with preceding censuses to group the ages into the quinquennial periods 
shown in Table 8, which relates to the administrative counties and to all urban and rural 
districts. To facilitate study of their significance the numbers relating to administrative 
counties and the larger towns are expressed in Table 18 as proportions per 100,000 of 
the total population in each case, while Table 19 states the ratio of each of these pro- 
portions to the corresponding figure for England and Wales. It may be remarked here 
that although the tabulation was not performed directly from the original returns until 
the present census, but from copies made by the local enumerators, we have no reason 
to suppose that comparison is seriously prejudiced by the change of method. 

Sex and age-constitution in 1911—Dealing first with the 1911 figures only, it will be 
seen that more than one-tenth of the total population is under five years of age, more 
than one-fifth under ten years and nearly two-fifths under twenty ; ages 20-55 include 
nearly one-half the total, while the survivors at ages over 55 number but little more 
than one-tenth of the whole. Comparing the sexes age by age, Table 22 shows that 
the excess of females at all ages is maintained, though very unequally, at each period 
in the table except the first. Under five years of age the preponderance of male births 
(which average about 1,041 to 1,000 female births) is reflected in the population figures, 
and is, of course, most marked in the first year of life. But the greater mortality of 
males under five years of age (1,171 male to 1,000 female deaths in equal numbers 
living during the period 1838-1910) reduces that sex to a minority in the following 
quinquennium. At succeeding age-groups the sex proportions are subject to other 
influences ; although the mortality of females at adult ages is generally below that of 
males, this becomes for a time a subsidiary factor, resuming its importance gradually 
as the more advanced ages are reached, when the excess of females becomes very great. 
In early adult life the excess of females is greater than would result from the excess of 
mortality amongst males and is largely due to the fact that there is a net loss to the 
population by migration, chiefly at the younger adult ages and affecting males more 
than females. 

The sudden fall at age 20-25 as compared with 15-20 in the proportion of 
males shown in the last columns of Table I and in Diagram VI, and which may 
be traced in Table 22 at each census back to 1851, suggests as its most obvious 
explanation the absence on foreign service during early manhood of soldiers and 
sailors, whose return to England a few years later causes a temporary arrest in the 
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otherwise steadily progressive increase in the proportion of females. A rough estimate 


_ of the numbers withdrawn from the country in this way shows that they approximately 


suffice to fill up the depression at 20-25 in the curve showing age-distribution of males 
in England and Wales in Diagram V. It is, moreover, shown by Diagram XVI to be 
probable that immigration of young women as domestic servants contributes to the 
sudden increase in the proportion of females at 20-25, while the mis-statement of age 
characteristic of this section of the population (see page xxxiii) would tend to produce 
the same effect. 

But examination of the number of males, not in quinquennial groups, but at single 
years of life as shown in Mr. King’s graduated table (page xlix), suggests a doubt as to 
the adequacy of the explanation of the facts by withdrawal of males on foreign service. 
Tt will be seen from the table referred to that if the differences between the graduated 
number at each age and that at the age one year greater be considered, these differences 

radually increase from 13-14 to a maximum at 18-19, and then gradually return to 
about their former magnitude, which is reached at 23-24. Mortality at this time of 
life is low, and changes but little from year to year, so it cannot account for this rapid 
decrease in the numbers living, which seems therefore to imply a balance of emigration 
for males, setting in about 14 years of age, gradually reaching a maximum at about 19, 
and then gradually declining to disappearance or nearly so at about 23. The ages in 
question appear to be somewhat young for the foreign service explanation of the 
phenomenon, which, apart from this consideration, seems satisfactory. 

The numbers as enumerated, on, the other hand, fit in well with the foreign service 
hypothesis. It may be seen from Diagram XV that the errors of ‘‘ round ” and “‘ even” 
numbers, discussed on pages xxvii and xxxii, which cause great irregularity in the curve 
showing ages of males as stated in the returns, do not set in till age 30 1s approached. 
The curve runs fairly smoothly between ages 2 and 26, suggesting approximate accuracy 
of statement, but there is a sudden increase in its steepness between ages 18-19 and 
22-23, which if it represented the facts would harmonise well with departure for service 
abroad. Any such sudden fluctuation is, of course, eliminated in a graduated curve, 
and it seems possible that in this instance irregularity represents the facts better than 
smoothness.

Comparison with previous censuses——When the present age-distribution of the 
population is compared with those at previous censuses, Tables 21 and 22, and especially 
Diagram I, show that striking changes have occurred. The proportion of children in 
the population has decreased to an extraordinary extent since the birth-rate commenced 
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to fall in the year 1877. For each million at all ages in 1881 there were 135,551 children 
under five years of age, and this proportion had been fairly constant at previous censuses. 
In 1891, however, the fall in the birth-rate (which did not affect the 1881 population, 
because the mean recorded rate was as high for the five years 1876-80 as for 1866-70) 
had lowered this proportion to 122,523, and since then to 114,262 in 1901 and to 106,857 
in 1911. The proportions of older children have also been lessened, but in their case 
the change has naturally set in later, as the generation born since 1876 has grown up. 
It is at the youngest ages that the diminution in the proportion of children is greatest, 
since, owing to the progressive nature of the fall in the birth-rate, the older children 
represent the survivors of births whose frequency differed less from that of former years 
than is now the case. The diminished proportion of children has entailed as a result 
an increased proportion of persons at all other ages. 

These changes may be followed in Diagram J, which compares the age-distribution 
of the population in 1911 (dotted line) with those of the four preceding censuses. ‘The 
general similarity between the populations of 1871 and 1881 is evident. In 1891 the 
fall in the birth-rate had reduced the numbers living at the first two age-periods, causing 
a hump, so to speak, in the curve at 10-15. In 1901 this reduction affects the first four 
age-periods, and the “ hump” has moved on to 20-25, while in 1911 it centres at about 
30-35, having at the same time become more spread out and less marked at any one 
age-period. It is evident from this diagram that if the fall in the birth-rate continues, 
a further decrease may be expected in childhood and early adult life, with a com- 
pensating further increase in the proportion living at higher ages. The future age- 
constitution of our population, in fact, may be expected to approximate more or less 
to that of France in 1906, the graphic representation of which will be found in 
Diagrams III and IV. 

The same facts are represented from a different point of view in Table II and 
in Diagram II, which corresponds to it. The curve for 1871 has been omitted in 
this diagram for the sake of clearness, as it’ is practically the same in type as that for 
1881. The figures in the table represent the proportional extent to which the numbers 
for other censuses in Table 22 exceed or fall short of those for 1911. In 1881 the propor- 
tion to total population of children under five years of age was as much as 27 per cent. 
higher than in 1911. This excess is seen from the diagram to diminish with increasing 
age till it disappears at about (probably a little under) age 25. The same general state- 
ment holds good of the curve showing proportions in 1891, but the effect of the fall in 
the birth-rate which had occurred meanwhile is clearly shown by the smaller proportion 
living in the first two age-groups. Both curves continue to fall steadily till middle life 
is reached—ages 30-40—after which they become somewhat irregular with advancing 
years, but without any very definite general tendency to increase or decrease, fluctuating 
around the 90 per cent. level. In 1901, owing to the diminution in proportional number 
living at the earlier ages, with consequent increase in later life, the type of age-distribu- 
tion approximates much more closely to that of 1911 than it did at any previous census. 
This approximation is also clearly shown by Diagram I. The effect of the sudden 
diminution in the birth-rate, dating from the year 1877, is again clearly marked in the 
1901 curve (Diagram II), the maximum excess over 1911 being reached at age 20-25 as 
against 10-15 in 1891. Comparing each census with its predecessor, Table II shows 
that the proportions living at the first two quinquennial age-groups fell in 1891, at the 
first four ten years later, and at the first six in 1911, these groups i each case consisting 
of persons born after the decline in the birth-rate had set in.

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It may be pointed out that though the effect of the fall in the birth-rate has hitherto 
been in a sense temporarily advantageous in that it has increased the proportions living 
at the working ages, a tendency to the reversal of this effect has already set in and may 
be expected to develop as time goes on. Thus the first effect of the changes which have 
occurred on the age-group 20-25 was to increase considerably the proportion living, as 
may be seen both in Diagram II and from the “ hump ” already referred to in the 1901 
curve in Diagram I, but this temporary advantage has now been lost, the proportion 
now being a trifle lower,than in 1881 (Diagram II). Similarly the first effect on the next 
age-group, 25-30, was to raise its proportion in 1891 and especially in 1901, but decline 
from the latter position has already set in and may be expected to continue (Diagram I). 
These fluctuations are not without importance in their bearing upon the probable future 
proportion in our population of workers at the most economically efficient ages and 
especially upon the supply of recruits to the military services in future years. 

The fluctuations shown in Diagram I] in middle and later life by the curves relating 
to the earlier populations are apparently to a large extent factitious. It will be noticed 
that the peaks all occur at the age-groups liable to be swollen by the error of statement 
of age in round numbers, discussed on pages xxvil to xxx, especially the groups including 
age 50, age 60, and age 80. Reference to Diagram I shows that the 1911 curve runs 
much more smoothly at this period of life, the absence of heaping up at age 60-65, 
marked in all the other curves, being especially noteworthy. The result of this, of 
course, is to bring about a smaller deficiency in Diagram II in the curves of the earlier 
populations at age 60 than at 55 or 65, with resulting irregularity of this portion of the 
curves. The improvement which has taken place in this respect since last census in 
the statement of age is discussed on pages xlvii and xlviii. 

In the foregoing remarks the fall in the birth-rate alone has been considered as 
causative of the changes discussed. In reality, of course, the case is not so simple; the 
fall in the death-rate, applying unequally to different ages, and fluctuations in migration 
have also had their effects. These effects, however, are neither so dramatic nor so 
easily followed as that of the fall in birth-rate, and the degree to which the latter has 
been the dominant influence may be gauged by the extent to which it is by itself capable 
of explaining what has occurred.

Comparison with other countries—As was pointed out in the Registrar-General’s 
Annual Report for 1909 the age-distribution of the population in this country in 1901 
was exceptionally favourable to a low rate of mortality, owing largely to the high propor- 
tion in it of young adults, with mortalities below the average for persons of all ages, 
together with a very moderate proportion of children under five years of age and of old 
people. Tables Ili and IV and Diagrams III and IV relating to France in 1906, and 
to the German Empire, Sweden and Holland—the only three foreign countries for which 
the age-tabulation at the latest census was available at the time of writing—show that 
this statement still holds good. 

These diagrams are constructed on the same plan as Diagrams I and II respectively, 
comparison in all cases being made between the other populations dealt with and that 
of England and Wales in 1911. 

This country contains a larger proportion of young adults than any of the four 
populations illustrated. It has fewer children than any but France, which is included 
in order to illustrate the effect of long continuance of a low birth-rate, and fewer old 
persons proportionately than any but the German Empire. The age-distribution of 
the Scottish population closely resembles that of England and Wales, but the proportions 
are rather higher in childhood and old age and lower at intermediate ages. Ireland 
resembles France in having a small proportion of young children and many old persons, 
herein showing the effect of long-continued drain by emigration (see page xiii), but 
its distribution is peculiar and anomalous, presenting great irregularities. 

We shall deal with this comparison more fully in the General Report, when the 
number of countries for which the figures can be shown will be much larger. It may 
be stated now, however, that though the age-distribution of the English population is 
still exceedingly favourable to low death-rates, it is becoming less so than it was in 1901. 
The movement along the curve of the point of maximum heaping up of population, 
referred to on page vil, has shifted this from age 20-25 to a period ten years later, when 
mortality is appreciably higher. The result of the changes that have occurred may be 
measured by the fact that the recorded death-rate in 1911, 14°6 per 1,000, has to be 
diminished to 14°3 to permit of fair comparison with 1901, the difference representing 
the effect of the change.in age-distribution rheanwhile. | 

Urban and Rural Districts.-The age- and sex-constitution of the population 
characteristic of the towns and of the country districts differs considerably, and if the 
larger are considered apart from the smaller towns these are found to have well-marked 
differences among themselves. In Tables V.and VI and in Diagrams V and VI the 
distribution of population is shown in the rural districts and in the urban districts as a 
whole, and the latter are also dealt with in three divisions, London, county boroughs 
and other urban districts, representing towns of varying size.

The contrasts between the populations of these areas are seen to be very marked, 
but the tables and diagrams rather understate them. For although the rural districts ° 
have necessarily been taken as representing the rural portions of the country, and the 
urban districts the towns, it must be remembered that many rural districts include 
considerable populations living under urban conditions, especially in the mining districts, 
while the wide boundaries of a number of towns embrace considerable areas of distinctly 
rural type. The rural districts, in fact, are not wholly rural, and to a less extent the 
urban districts are not wholly urban, and the admixture must result in an understatement 
of the differences between the two. In distinguishing size. of towns also, although the 
county boroughs are taken as representative of the larger provincial towns, a number of 
them are smaller than a few of the other urban districts. These considerations, however, 
merely tend to strengthen the distinctions which can be drawn between the different 
types of areas contrasted. op 

Age.—Diagram V shows how widely the age-constitution of the urban population 
as a whole differs from that of the rural. In each section of this diagram two curves, 


“representing males and females in 100,000 persons with the age- and sex-distribution of 


one of the contrasted populations, are compared with a third representing 50,000 persons 
of undistinguished sex, but in age-distribution typical of the country at large. The 
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rural population naturally starts with a slight disadvantage in numbers living at age 
0-5 in consequence of the smaller proportion of potential parents it contains. In the 
next age-period, however, the deficiency in rural births is more than compensated for 
by the smaller mortality of the children born, and the proportion of the population aged

5-10 becomes appreciably larger than in the urban districts.

This continues until the attraction of the town is felt by the country dwellers at 
age 15-25, when the relative position is reversed. The diagram shows how much the 
movement in question is concentrated upon these ages. The proportions living in the 
rural districts remain below the mean for the country at large till age 45 is reached, after 
which, in consequence of the much higher mortality in the towns, aided perhaps by the 
removal of elderly people to the country after active life is over, they are in excess, and 
as old age advances, in very great excess, of the corresponding proportions in the towns. 
Moreover, the depression in the rural curves caused by the continued exodus of young 
adults tends reflexly to raise the proportions at other ages, since the sum of 100,000 
living must be made up in all cases. 

These facts are especially clearly brought out in Diagram V1, where the curves repre- 
sent, not the proportional numbers living at the different age-periods, but the percentage 
by which these numbers exceed or fall short of the common standard. The degree of excess 
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or deficiency is equally well brought out in this diagram, whether the numbers compared 
be large or small. It shows, as Diagram V cannot do, the enormous excess of aged 
persons in the rural districts, and incidentally throws light upon the excess of old age 
pensioners in Ireland, which may be compared with the English rural districts in regard 
to the emigration of adolescents and young adults. Ireland, in fact, illustrates par- 
ticularly well the manner in which this excess of aged persons comes about, as its case 
is simplified by the fact that emigration on a large scale commenced at a definite date, 
the time of the great famine. Had the Irish population of this period lost only young 
persons from emigration and excessive mortality its proportion of aged persons would have 
increased even more rapidly immediately after the famine than was actually the case. 
But the loss of young persons at that time would long before now have affected all ages 
in the Irish population, since those who were lost neither grew old nor had children in 
Ireland. It is the continued loss by emigration in later years which accounts for the 
present excess of aged persons in Ireland, for as these later emigrants are not yet old 
enough to have increased the aged population had they remained in Ireland, their loss 
has decreased the number of young adults and children, but not of aged persons, in the 
Irish population. In the case of the English rural population the growth of industrialism 
may be compared to the great famine in Ireland. The earlier migration to the towns 
has doubtless reduced the numbers now living at all ages, but the continued drain of 
recent years has reduced the number of young adults and of children who would have 
aoe born to them in the country districts without as yet affecting the number of the 
aged. 

The urban type of population is illustrated in its extremest form by the case 
of London, where the influx of young women especially distorts the curve at age 
20-30 years to an extraordinary extent. This feature of the urban curves becomes 
progressively less marked with decreasing size of the towns dealt with, and in this, as 
in other respects, the distribution of population in the smaller urban districts is very 
similar to that in the country at large. It may perhaps be inferred that the population 
of the smaller towns is at present less affected by migration than that of any of the other 
areas considered. Its constitution at least seems to be less disturbed by this cause, 
though it has increased more since 1901 than any of the other populations here con- 
sidered. 

The London distribution of population is the most dissimilar from the rural 
also in early life, for the numbers of children are especially low at all ages, although the 
proportion of males of fertile ages is slightly and of females greatly in excess. As well 
as being low throughout childhood, the proportions living in London fall more rapidly 
at this time of life than in either the county boroughs or the urban districts (Diagram V1). 
This can scarcely be accounted for by the mortality to which they are exposed, which 
in 1911, for which year alone the information is at present available, was considerably 
less than that prevailing in the county boroughs. The surmise may be hazarded that 
this feature of the London curve represents movement of increasing families from the 
county to the more spacious surroundings of the outer ring, where house room is cheaper. 
If these considerations to any extent determine the movement to the suburbs, a certain 
amount of emigration of children from the County of London is presumably going on, 
which would account for this peculiarity of the London figures. 

The urban type of age-distribution is most strongly marked in old age not in 
London, but in the county boroughs. Diagram VI shows that the proportions of old 
people in London and the smaller urban districts are very similar to those in the country 
at large, but that in the county boroughs this proportion is greatly below the mean. 
To a large extent, at least, this is accounted for by the fact that the mortality of the 
aged in these boroughs is much higher than in London or any of the other areas 
dealt with (Annual Report of the Registrar-General for 1911). 

Sex.—The differences in sex-proportions at the various ages in the populations under 
consideration have necessarily been referred to in dealing with ages, and are so clearly 
expressed in Diagram VI that they require little description. The portion of this diagram 
referring to England and Wales shows clearly the sudden drop in proportion of males 
at age 20-25, followed by partial recovery for a time, and then by a much greater drop 
in old age, already referred to on page vi. This holds good to a large extent also of the 
county boroughs and smaller urban districts, but in London and the rural districts the 
effects of the causes determining the sex-proportions in the country at large during the 
working period of life are swamped by inward and outward migration respectively. 
The excess of male children and adolescents in the rural districts contrasts paca 
with their deficiency, except at the first age-period (when the excess of male births still 
tells) in all the urban populations dealt with. Migration can account for the difference 
in regard to adolescents—Diagram VI plainly shows that the exodus of females from the 
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rural districts precedes that of males—but is not obviously capable of doing so at the 
earlier ages. The difference does not depend upon any peculiarity of sex mortality in 
rural children, for the ratio of male to female mortality is much the same in the country 
as inthe towns, though both are, of course, considerably lower in the country. As 
males are subject in early childhood to a heavy excess of mortality in the rural as well 
as in the urban districts it is not easy to see why the excess at age 0-5 which they have 
in common with the males of the towns does not give way, as in all the urban districts, 
to deficiency in the next age-period. Comparing the curves for the rural with those 
for the total urban districts in Diagram VI, it will be seen that the chief influx of females 
into the towns appears to occur five years later than their chief exodus from the country. 
That the former is not entirely due to the latter is shown also by the curves for England 
and Wales in Diagram V. These show that the heaping up at age 25-85 in the curve for 
persons of both sexes, referred to on page viii, is due entirely to a much greater heaping 
up of females at these ages, an actual depression occurring here in the curve for males. 
Taking urban and rural females together then, the rural depression is submerged by the 
urban elevation, and could account only for a portion of it even if the ages corresponded. 
This peculiarity of the England and Wales curve is apparently to some extent due to 
immigration of young women from other parts of the United Kingdom, who would 
naturally leave their homes later when seeking employment at such a distance than if 
it were merely a case of finding work in a neighbouring town. This is shown by the fact 
that the heaping up is somewhat less marked in a curve (Diagram XVI) representing the 
age-distribution of females in the United Kingdom. Even in this curve, however, there 
is more of this heaping up than can well be accounted for by immigration of young 
women from abroad, and the probability remains, as was pointed out in the report on 
the Census of 1901 after detailed study of the figures, that the apparent number of 
females at this age is considerably increased by wilful mis-statement of age. 

Populations of individual areas.—ln Table 18 the age- and sex-distribution of the 
population of Administrative Counties, County Boroughs, Metropolitan Boroughs, and 
of Urban Districts containing over 50,000 inhabitants is set forth m the form of a state- 
ment of the number in each age-and sex-group in proportion to 100,000 total population ; 
and in Table 19 these proportions are compared with those for the country at large, the 


males in each age-group being expressed as so much per cent. of the proportion of males. 


in England and Wales at the same age, and similarly for females. It is hoped that these 
tables, by facilitating comparisons of the distribution of population in the areas dealt 
with, may prove of service to students of their economic circumstances. This field of 
study is, of course, restricted in some degree by the labour of converting the tabulated 
ages to a readily comparable form, and it must be understood that the following remarks 
are restricted to the areas included in Tables 18 and 19. If smaller areas could be dealt 
with as well, many more examples of the different types of population discussed would 
be met with, and the features of these would probably be more pronounced, since the 
populations of large areas must necessarily tend more than those of small ones to mixture 
of type. The material in the tables, however, suffices to bring out several points of 
interest. 

On glancing over Table 19 the eye readily distinguishes excesses, as compared with 
England and Wales, from deficiencies, for the former are denoted by three figures, as 
being over 100 per cent., and the latter by two only. Study of the table soon reveals 
a certain number of characteristic arrangements of these excesses and deficiencies, which 
are repeated over and over again, and which prove to express certain typical distributions 
of population. Thus there is a type in which both males and females are in excess of 
average for the first three or four age-periods, and mm deficiency, with few exceptions, 
throughout the rest of life. The groups of populations dealt with have been assembled 
solely on the ground of their conformity to one or other of the types to be described, no 
account being taken of the class of area or nature of occupation chiefly pursued. It 
will be found, however, that groups of populations similar to each other in regard to age- 
and sex-distribution are, as a rule, very similar also in regard to class and occupation. 
The method of grouping described was followed as affording the most satisfactory test 
of this correspondence, since there is much less room for bias as well as less need for 
knowledge in the selection of areas on this system than if the converse method had been 
followed of selecting certain areas as agricultural, mining, residential and the like and 
then ascertaining to what extent the distribution of population is similar in the 
members of each group. 

If the populations had been groupe¢ by their supposed economic circumstances, 
the selection would have been much more difficult, and when made would have left more 
room for difference of opinion as to its justification. Moreover, a number of populations 
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display peculiarities in Table 19 which might not be foreseen when making the selection, 
even though readily explicable, as by the presence of institutions, etc., when attention 
is drawn to them. To reject such populations from a grouping by economic circumstances 
might savour of illegitimate manipulation, whereas under the procedure adopted they 
fall out automatically. 

An additional reason in favour of the course adopted is that it avoids the danger 
presented by the alternative method that a faulty choice might be made of the features 
most likely to lead to similarity in age- and sex-distribution. 

Although, however, the method employed seems to present more advantages than 
the other, both would probably be found useful in a more complete investigation. 

Proceeding on the plan indicated, we have been able to assign 119 out of the 192 
populations in Table 19 to one or other of the six types to be described, or about three- 
fifths of the whole. Some of the remainder can be recognised as of mixed type, inter- 

* mediate between two of the groups described, but in a considerable number we have 
not succeeded in recognising conformity to any particular type. Our attention, however, 
has been exclusively directed to the easily recognisable and outstanding types of dis- 
tribution, and it may well be that others, probably of less importance, are to be found 
amongst the unclassified residue of populations. In Tables VII to XII, which show 
the sex- and age-proportions in the typical populations compared with the corresponding 
proportions in England and Wales, the excesses are printed in heavy type and the 
deficiencies in light type. 

Group 1.—These are populations showing excess of both males and females during

may be regarded as pure examples of this type, while the remaining five are to some extent 
intermediate between it and the next group. The curves representing the group in 
Diagram VII, which depict the distribution of the combined populations, have therefore 
been constructed to refer to the first twelve areas only, though they are not seriously 
modified by inclusion of the remaining five. The first two sections of the diagram 
compare the proportion of males and of females at each age-period shown for the group 
in Table VII with the corresponding figure for England and Wales. They show the 
number of young children in very considerable excess, which rapidly diminishes with 
increasing age till at 20-25 in both sexes the proportions fall below those for the country 
at large, remaining in deficiency, greater on the whole in the case of females than of 
males, throughout the rest of life. The curves for the two sexes approximate closely 
to each other in childhood and middle age, males being fewer than females in early adult 
life and old age. This may be seen in the third section of Diagram VII, which shows 
: the percentage excess or deficiency of males and females at the various ages in 100,000 
] of the group population as compared with 50,000 persons of both sexes in England and 
Wales on the plan followed in Diagram VI. 

Table VII shows that the group consists of ports. and manufacturing towns. The 
circumstances which have led to its particular type of distribution appear to be relatively 
high birth- and death-rates, absence of attraction for female labour in the form of 
domestic service or otherwise, and want of attraction also for male labour, at least during 
recent years. We shall return to these points later, proceeding meanwhile to a short 
description of the other types distinguished. 

Group 2.—The type of distribution here is similar to that shown by Group 1 except 
in one respect. Demand for male labour is shown by the fact that the proportions of 
males remain above the average for the country till about age 45 (Table VIII and Diagram 
VIII). Otherwise the curves are very similar to those for Group 1, there being the same 
excess of children and deficiency of old people. The distribution of females in fact 
: __ is practically the same as in Group 1, but with some general reduction in their numbers 
5 owing to the larger proportion of males during the working period of life. The list of 
populations included in the group shows that they are largely those of mining areas, 





: with some ports and manufacturing towns. Evidently the factors determining this type 
4 of distribution are relatively high birth- and death-rates, absence of attraction for female 
i labour, and a type of industrial activity which has led to continued immigration of young 
f men. Glamorgan, the West Riding of Yorkshire and Durham, though conforming to 
this type of distribution, are not included in the figures for the group given in Table VIII, 
upon which the diagrams are founded. The reason is that towns belonging to these 
=] 


administrative counties are included in the group, so to admit the counties would involve 
counting populations twice over. It has been thought better to prefer the towns to 
the counties as being naturally purer examples of the type, but the counties, though 
excluded, require mention as conforming to the type. This course has been followed 
also where similar circumstances apply to other groups.

Group 3.—Deficiencies of Males and Females in Childhood and Old Age, and Excesses at 
Intermediate Ages. 
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Growp 3 presents a third type of industrial population totally different from 
Groups 1 and 2, and of considerable interest. Its outstanding features, as shown by 
Table LX and Diagram IX, are excess both of males and females throughout the working 
period of life, and deficiency in childhood and old age. Blackpool and four Central 
London areas present these features also (Table IX), and perhaps strict adhesion to 
the plan of selection described above would involve their inclusion in the group for all 
purposes. Their similarity to the nine textile towns in the group, however, proves on 
further examination to be to some extent superficial rather than real, for their distribu- 
tion curves show them to be as much akin to Group 5 (residential areas) as to 
Group 3. For this reason, as well as because it seemed of interest to show the distribution 
in these textile towns without admixture with populations of a very different nature, 
the curves relate to the textile towns alone. 

The low birth-rate of these towns, notwithstanding their large proportions of young 
and middle-aged adults, is reflected by the low proportions of children they contain, 
which are about as much below the average as those of Groups 1 and 2 are above it. The 
proportions are soon brought above the average, and sooner in the case of females than 
of males, presumably by immigration of workers from outside areas, attracted by the 
employment offered in the mills. This movement is, as might be expected from the 


_ nature of the prevailing industry, much more marked in the case of females, and the 


rise, for reasons given on page xxvi, does not appear to be entirely due to immigration. 
The most striking feature of this group is the low proportion of children, along with the 
high proportions of adults of fertile ages, the latter not being, as in the case of females 
in the residential areas, largely cut off from married life within the areas in question. 
The conclusion seems inevitable that the abundance of industrial employment for women 
in these towns leads to their low birth-rates, whereas in Groups 1 and 2 the opposite state 
of affairs prevails. Recent investigations into this point in individual areas seem to show 
that the gainful employment of married women does not necessarily lower their fertility, 
but in these textile towns, where their employment is outside their homes, it would seem 
that at the present day it must have this effect. Of course, the facts may differ con- 
siderably in the case of the other textile towns in Tables 18 and 19, none of which 
conform to any types now dealt with, but the association of this type with the textile 
industry is none the less apparent. 

Group 4.—This is a small group of suburban districts in and around London, with 
a very distinctive age-distribution of population. No doubt this type is to be met with 
on the outskirts of other large cities as well, but it is only in the case of London that 
portions of a city population of distinctive type appear separately in Tables 18 and 19, 
so, as the type cannot be looked for elsewhere than in the growing suburbs of a large 
town, it is only represented in Table X by districts of Greater London. 

The type is distinguished by excess over the general average during the first three 
quinquennia of life, succeeded by deficiencies during the fourth and fifth. Next follows 
a second period of excess from about age 25 to 45, followed by a second period of deficiency 
throughout the rest of life (Diagram X). These statements apply equally to both sexes, 
but the second period of excess commences a little earlier with women than with men. 

The explanation of this curious in and out age-distribution is readily apparent when 
attention is directed to the nature of the areas comprising the group. They are all more 
or less of what may be described as the “ workman’s dormitory” type. This type of 
distribution can only be looked for in the working-class districts, for elsewhere immigra- 
tion of females as domestic servants, just at the age when in this group both sexes are 
in deficiency, completely alters the distribution in that sex. Apparently there is a 
tendency for couples who marry in London to move into these outer suburbs as their 
families begin to increase, in quest no doubt of increased houseroom and of purer air 
and more open space for their children (see page xiii). If this is so, the proportion of 
children would naturally be high, their presence being the reason for the move. The 
population of these districts is, in fact, a selectedly fertile one, and so the proportions 
of children are above average. As the children grow of age to leave the parents’ homes 
the proportions fall below the mean. This may result from emigration and also to some 
extent from the rapid growth of many of the districts, the number of newcomers being 
sufficient to impress the population with their own type of distribution, that of parents 
with families of young children. ‘The second period of excess commences when the age 
at which the immigrant parents enter is reached. Naturally the wives are a little 
younger on an average than their husbands, and so the rise occurs a little earlier in the 
female sex, but domestic service may also contribute to this feature. The deficiency 
in old age is probably due, like that at 15-25, to the fact that the districts are increasing 
ones and the movement constantly going on, so that the balance is being constantly

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disturbed in favour of excess at the two periods of life when excess is characteristic of 
the group. These are, in fact, areas of immigration, and the numbers of elderly persons 
are low for the converse reasons of those which cause them to be high in districts and 
countries of emigration (see page xili). For some reason this deficiency is more marked 
in the case of males. (Diagram X, Section 3.) 

Group 6.—The age-distribution in this group is most distinctive in the female sex. 
Table XI shows how uniformly the proportions of females are below the mean during 
the first three quinquennia of life and above it afterwards. In this respect the conditions 
met with are almost exactly the converse of those obtaining in Groups 1 and 2. The 
proportion of children is very low, but after the age of 15 1s reached the curve showing 
distribution of females in the third section of Diagram XI suddenly rises to a remarkable 
height, and thereafter remains much above the mean throughout the rest of life. It 
follows that this group is characterised by great excess of females over males. In view 
of the character of the areas included in it, there can be no doubt that the violent 
disturbance of the curve for females after the age of 15 is due to importation of young 
maidservants from areas of other types. The excess soon diminishes somewhat as these 
marry and move away, but always remains very large and becomes extreme in old age. 
Doubtless as life advances the excess of females in these residential districts is due less 
to the maids and more to the mistresses, far more women than men being free to select 
a residence in such favoured localities. 

The males of this group present two types of age-distribution. In both the propor- 
tion in childhood is low, and thereafter tends to increase ; but whereas in one type, 
represented by the first section of Table XI, this increase continues throughout life, so 
that from 50-60 onwards the numbers rise above the mean, in the other they fall again 
as old age approaches, the mean never being reached at any period of life. The reason 
for this difference is obvious when we consider the nature of the areas included in the 
two sections of the group. The first section is made up entirely of places to which men 
retire after their life’s work is done (this applies to Chelsea because of the military 
pensioners included in its population), and consequently the increase in proportional 
numbers of males living continues throughout life. The second section is made up 
entirely of “ residential ” districts in and around London for the reason already advanced 
in the case of Group 4, namely, that populations of this special type large enough for 
inclusion in Table 18 cannot be looked for except in the metropolitan area. The type 
is doubtless widely’ represented in the suburbs of other towns, but to single it out, small 
areas, wards in most cases, would have to be dealt with. This is the class of district 
inhabited by the middle-class worker and from which in old age he frequently removes 
to areas of the other section included in the group or elsewhere, so it is natural that in 
old age the relative numbers of men should fall in such districts. The rise in old age 
of the female curve is, as might be expected, much less extreme in this than in the other 
section. 

Other minor differences between the two sections are shown by Diagrams XII and XIII. 
The curve showing distribution of males in the working areas is characterised by a rapid 
fall in childhood, followed by a considerable rise in early manhood, which is not found 
in the case of the other section. This rise apparently represents immigration of young 
men, a natural feature in such areas. It is tempting to compare this curve with that of 
males in Group 4, as the form is somewhat similar, and Group 4 after all represents the 
residential districts of the working classes. The importation of domestic labour, which 
makes the female curves for the two groups so utterly dissimilar, affects the male curve 
under discussion comparatively little, except indirectly in so far as by raising the pro- 
portion of females it lowers that of males at all ages. For these reasons parallelism 
might be looked for, and to some extent it exists, but it seems doubtful whether the rise 
at age 20-30 means the same thing in the two cases. There is no reason to suppose in the 
case of Group 5 as in that of Group 4 that the immigrants are married men. Probably 
most of them are not, so the similarity between the two is perhaps more apparent than 
real. The rapid fall during childhood is confined exclusively to the working section of 
Group 5. This may be due to the presence of boarding schools in the areas comprising 
the other section. On comparing the curves for females 1n the two sections, it 1s seen 
that the army of maidservants is much more formidable in the London districts. 

Group 6.—This is the largest of the groups described, comprising 35 different areas 
or about 18 per cent. of the total included in Tables 18 and 19. The age-distribution 
+s in the main similar in the two sexes. The proportional numbers are below the mean, 
generally speaking, up to about 40-50 years of age, and thereafter in increasing excess. 
To this general statement one exception has to be made, namely, that in both sexes, but 
specially in the case of males, the numbers in later childhood and until the migration

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age is reached tend to exceed the mean. It has been pointed out (page xiii) that 
migration of females appears to occur earlier than that of males, and accordingly we 
find that the excesses referred to chiefly affect the third quinquennium of life in the case 
of females, but apply quite as much to the fourth in that of males. These characteristics 
of the group are readily apparent on examination of Table XII, which forms a large sample 
of it, as well as from Diagram XIV, which refers to the population of the whole group. It 
will be noticed that the curves in this diagram are substantially the same as those shown 
for the rural districts in Diagrams V and VI, and it is evident from the list of areas included 
that they are of predominantly rural type. Long-continued emigration of young adults 
and low rates of mortality appear to be the conditions of the age-distribution characterising 
this group, in which only four towns are included, Canterbury, Gloucester, Great 
Yarmouth, and Ipswich. The rate of growth of the three former has been so low that 
they fairly compare with rural counties in this respect, but Ipswich has shown fairly 
substantial increase. Its population, however, is one of the least typical included in 
the group. 

Comparing the rural districts in Diagrams V and VI with Diagram XIV it is seen 
that their agreement is closer for males than for females. In both cases emigration of 
females occurs earlier and is less in volume than that of males, but the difference in 
amount is much greater in the case of Group 6 than of the rural districts. This may 
be due to absorption of a considerable proportion of the females emigrating from 
rural districts in Group 6 as domestic servants in towns of the same counties. 
The drop in the proportions of males from age 15-20 to 25-30 is exactly the 
same in Diagrams VI and XIV. The rural districts include a number of areas, 
especially mining districts and camps, to which there is an inflow of young men. 
This must tend to counterbalance for males in the rural districts the movement 
within Group 6 from rural to urban districts, and so may account for this difference 
between the sexes in the diagrams in question. The inclusion in the rural districts of 
mining populations with comparatively high mortality also helps to account for the fact 
that the proportions of aged persons, especially women, are considerably larger in 
Group 6 than in the rural districts, but the migration of old people on retiring from 
active life must also affect the numbers living at these ages. 

Birth- and Death-rates in typical populations.—The types of population dis- 
tinguished having now been described, it becomes of interest to examine how far the 
records of their vital statistics can explain the various characteristics noted and justify 
the deductions drawn from them. Materials for this inquiry are contained in Table XIII, 
which summarises for each group the facts of chief importance from this point of view. 

It should be mentioned that the figures included in this table are in a number of cases 
only approximations. For several of the towns dealt with the births and deaths are not 
available for the whole period 1901-10, changes of boundary have occurred in other cases 
which prevent exact comparison being made, and where counties are concerned the 
table necessarily refers to registration instead of administrative counties prior to 1911, 
and has therefore been made to relate to these throughout.

Group 1 is seen to be distinguished by high birth-rate, high death-rate, and high 
rate of natural increase. The actual increase, however, during the last ten years has

been |'small, so there is at present shown a large balance of outward migration 
from these towns, though this was not the case in previous decades. The high 
birth-rate explains the large proportion of children in this group, but the numbers 
fall rapidly, owing to high mortality and emigration. — The fall is specially 
rapid amongst males in adolescence and early adult life, the usual age for 
migration, In consequence no doubt of the comparative stagnation of these 
towns in recent years having led to emigration of young men in search of work 
elsewhere. After age 25 the fall in proportions of males shown in the third section of 
Diagram VII ceases for a time, and there is even a tendency to rise. This seems to point 
to a previous period when these towns attracted males aged 15-25, who, remaining 
in them, are now enumerated at later ages and prevent the curve in Diagram VII from 
falling, although the death-rate is high. This explanation is supported by the large 
increases in the population of this group shown in 1901 and especially in 1891. Con- 
firmation of the supposition that it is only of late years that this considerable exodus 
of young men has been in progress is afforded by the fact that the proportion of females 
to 1,000 males has risen from 1,017 in 1901 to 1,032 in 1911, increase of females having 
exceeded that of males by 39 per cent. The loss of males at a time of life when the 
majority are unmarried does not involve, at first, so much loss of female population as 
it will in a few years time, if conditions remain unaltered. | 

The population of Edmonton, which increased by 38 per cent. from 1901-11, seems 
strangely placed in this group, and a distinct tendency to approximate to the distribution 
characteristic of Group 4, its presumably more natural position, may be noted in 
Table VIL. It is remarkable that so few anomalies of the kind occur under the system 
of grouping adopted. 

Group 2 is seen from Table XIII to be characterised by a birth-rate, death-rate, and 
rate of natural increase all somewhat lower than those of Group 1, but still distinctly 
above average. Itsrecord in Table XIII differs from that of Group 1 chiefly in the fact 
that the actual increase during 1901-11 was very nearly equal to the excess of births 
over deaths. This fact, of course, confirms the conclusion drawn from Diagram VIII as 
to demand for male labour in these areas. It would seem from the curves and from 
Table VIII that immigration of males must have approximately balanced the large 
emigration of females from these areas, in which males at all ages exceed females by 
2°2 per cent. Unfortunately our records do not permit of analysis by sex of the rates 
of natural increase shown in Table XIII, though this analysis will be possible in future, 
and it is therefore impossible to state the migration of the sexes separately. It may 
be confidently assumed, however, from the fact that although females are in a 
minority in these areas their actual increase was not greater than that of the opposite 
sex, that emigration of females exceeded that of males. For where the distribution 
of the sexes is abnormal, nature constantly strives to redress the balance by providing 
larger natural increase of the sex in the minority. The unequal distribution affects the 
sex-proportion of deaths, but not that of births; and, as natural increase is the excess 
of births over deaths, preponderance of either sex in a population, by increasing the 
proportion of its deaths, tends to lessen its natural increase. 

Four areas in this group, Bermondsey, Southwark, Stockton-on-Tees, and Dudley, 
show either very slight increase or actual decrease during 1901-11. It is of course 
possible for special circumstances, for example, in London large common lodging-houses, 
to attract young and middle-aged men to a district which 1s not increasing, but such 
cases are exceptional. 

Group 8 is marked in Table XIII by low birth-rate and high death-rate with resultant 
low tate of natural increase, which, however, is somewhat higher than the actual increase 
which has occurred. It follows that notwithstanding the indications in Diagram IX of 
an influx of young workers, especially females, the balance of migration has been out- 
ward. This outward migration is not clearly impressed upon the curves, as is that 
occurring inwards, so presumably it is distributed over a much wider range of ages than 
the latter. The suggestion of inward migration in Diagram IX is to some extent increased 
by the fall in the birth-rate, which has been very heavy in these towns. Their native 
inhabitants aged 20-30 represent a higher annual number of births than that of 1901-10. 
The birth-rate for the group was 31°5 in 1881-90 and 27°3 in 1891-1900, so, as the increase 
in population during the last twenty years has been small, the number of births taking 
place twenty years ago was larger than it is at the present time. Decrease with decreasing 
age, owing to this cause, in the number of children and young persons living, no doubt 
adds to the suggestion of immigration conveyed by the curves. 

Group 4.—Table XIII shows that the inward balance of migration in these areas, 
previously very large indeed, was of comparatively moderate dimensions in 1901-10. 
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Presumably the peculiarities of its age-distribution were much more marked at earlier 
censuses. Comparison in the case of a single typical area, East Ham, shows that this is 
the case. Moreover, in 1901, after the phenomenally rapid immigration into this town 
of the preceding decade, the age of maximum excess was earlier both for parents and 
for children than at present. Probably the heavy fall in the birth-rate of this group in 
1911 compared with the decennial average rate is partly dependent upon lessening 
immigration of young parents. It seems doubtful whether Battersea, which decreased 
in population during 1901-11, is a district of the same character now as the others in 
this group. 

Groups 5 and 6.—The figures in Table XIII relating to these well-defined and familiar 
types of area are very much what might be expected, and call for little comment. It 
is interesting to note that the natural increase in the residential areas is almost equal 
to that in the rural group. This does not imply anything approaching to equal fertility 
in the two cases, for when the proportion of females at fertile ages is taken into account, 
the natural increase of Group 5 is very low in comparison to that of Group 6. The 

actual increase of Group 6 does not show the recovery during 1901-11 which characterised 
the rural districts as a whole (see Volume 1, page xix). Probably this is due to the fact 
that the type of distribution characterising Group 6 is incompatible with any considerable 
increase of population, so that the rural areas whose increase has been greatest are 
largely excluded from this group. 
. The emigration from Group 6 has been much less than that from Group 1, though 
the latter consists of large towns such as are generally looked on as attracting labour. 
It is probable that some of the emigration from these industrial towns is due to move- 
ment into suburban districts, but Table XIII shows that these towns, as at present 
defined, have actually been the greatest exporters of labour of all the types dealt with. 

Mis-statement of age.—Diagram XVII shows the number of persons actually returned 
at each year of age compared with the number at the same age as calculated by the 
actuarial methods explained in Mr. King’s report (see pages xxxix to xliv). The differences 
between the two curves indicate to what extent the returns are vitiated by such mis- 
statements of age as are susceptible of correction by the mathematical methods employed. 
These mis-statements include at least three forms of error, which may be described 
briefly as (1) the error of “round numbers,” (2) the “age neat birthday ”’ error, and 
(3) the error of “‘ even numbers.”’ 

Error of “round numbers.”’—Although in the census schedule the “age last 
birthday ” is asked for, there are many thousands of cases in which persons are returned 
as 30, 40, 50, etc., though they are actually a few years above or below one of those 
ages. Diagram XVII shows that this error does not become apparent before age 30. It 
has already been shown, however (see page ix), that this source of error in the returns 
is less fruitful now than in earlier census years, and this conclusion is confirmed by 
Mr. King’s report (pages xlvii and xlviii). Not only is there probably less-suspicion that 
the results of the census inquiry may be used for other than their legitimate object, 
so that the majority of persons are more willing to impart accurate information; but 
they are also better able to do so owing to the spread of education, and to the fact that 
but a small proportion were born before the establishment of civil registration. 

The extent to which this error of “round numbers ”’ has prevailed at former English 
censuses cannot be fully determined; but that even at recent censuses it operated 
much more than in 1911 is evident from Diagram I, in which the gradual disappearance 
of the elevations in the curve at the alternate quinquennia containing the round numbers 
of age—40, 50, and 60—can be clearly seen. In the Report on the Census of 1901 a 
calculation based on a sample of the population was made, some comparisons with other 

records of ages were drawn, and the hope was expressed that. this form of error was 
diminishing in England. A precise statement of the extent to which improvement, as 
compared with 1901, appears to have taken place in the case of the selected area will be 
found in Mr. King’s report. With a view to extending the comparison to various classes 
of area, and to showing how far the improvement noted in regard to the country at large 
in 1901 may be estimated to have proceeded, the method of calculation then employed 
has been applied to the areas dealt with in the following table. The results of this less 
precise, but more comprehensive, comparison support the conclusion arrived at in 
Mr. King’s report. In constructing this table the numbers living in the five-year periods 
of which the central ages are 30, 40, 50, 60, and 70 respectively are reduced to propor- 
tional parts per 1,000. The extreme ages in each quinquennial period are assumed to 
be correctly returned, and the intervening ages are redistributed so that the whole five 
shall form a two-difference series. The proportions as enumerated are shown in con- 
junction with the proportions calculated by this method; and the general excess at

the “round number” ages (10x) and the extent to which this excess is due to under- 
statement of the numbers at the ages immediately above and below can thus be readily 
seen. 

A disadvantage of this method is that it includes ages ending in 8 in the same 
quinquennial groups with ages ending in 0. For, as Mr. King points out (page xl), the 
ages ending in 8 are for some reason special favourites in this country, coming second 
only to those ending in 0, and he has, therefore, arranged in his graduation that the 
two most inflated values should not fall in the same quinquennial group. Still, ina 
method designed only to afford a rough comparative test of the accuracy of the data 
such an objection is probably outweighed by the advantages of adherence to the method 
previously employed. | 

These figures indicate that generally the apparent excess at the “ round number ” is 
drawn much more largely from the age above than from the age below and that the 
numbers at both of these ages are understated. As regards the Hnglish figures, the 
exaggeration of the “ round number ” would appear from the table to be rather greater in 
the case of females, but the remarks of Mr. King upon this subject (see page xlvii) show 
that more refined methods of graduation throw some doubt upon the conclusion that ages 
of males are returned more accurately than those of females. The error in London is 
greater than in the aggregate of the urban districts, which is, on the whole, somewhat 
greater than that in the aggregate of rural districts. The maximum error in all classes 
of area is found at the ages 50 or 60 in both sexes, and the minimum at age 70; it may 
be observed that at this age the excess appears to be drawn entirely from the next year 
above, the enumerated numbers at age 69 being greater than the calculated numbers, 
though this was not the case in the English Selected Districts in 1901, nor in any of the 
foreign countries shown in the table. On the whole, the results for this country appear 
to compare somewhat unfavourably with those for the European populations referred 
to. The method of calculation here used is only intended to give a rough indication 
of the extent to which the returns are untrustworthy from this cause, but the general 


conclusion, namely, that the ages immediately above the round numbers contribute much —— 


more than the ages immediately below, appears to be substantiated by the results of the 
actuarial graduation of the numbers returned at every age (see pages land li). This 
feature is very marked also in the ages as returned in registration of deaths (see Registrar- 
General’s Annual Report for 1910, page xxx’). 

Age next birthday.—The form of error described under this heading has been 
assumed to exist from the fact that at all censuses the numbers enumerated in the 
second year of life show an apparent deficit (see Diagram XV). In 1911, however, at 
least, there are grounds for suspecting that this deficit extends to the first year of life 
as well, though here it is less obvious, as it cannot be deduced from the curve of age 
distribution. It becomes a question, therefore, how far an explanation which can apply 
to the second year of life only is true even for that year. 

It has been assumed that in some cases the age next birthday is given on the schedule 
instead of the age last birthday. This error, if spread evenly over all the ages, would 
not appreciably affect any year except the first, for the gain from the preceding would 
approximately balance the loss to the succeeding year of life. There is, however, a 
check on this tendency as regards the first year of life in the instruction on the schedule 
that the age of children under one year is to be shown in months. Presumably, 
therefore, mis-statement of age is at a minimum in the first year of life, so the 
error in question first comes into play in the second year, from which it transfers children, 
without compensation, to the third. The slight effect of migration may be disregarded 
in this connexion, and the mortality in the second year of life so far exceeds that in the 
third, that the number living in the latter should be appreciably less than that in the 
LEC The numbers actually returned, however, in the first five years of life were

From these figures it has been assumed that there is a transference from the second 
to the third year of life; and examination of the figures for the several administrative 
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counties and for their urban and rural aggregates in 1911 indicates that the same feature 
is met with throughout the country. The determination of its comparative frequency in 
the several areas shown in the tables is perhaps hardly of sufficient importance to justify 
the labour it would involve, but the following comparison with the European countries 
for which the figures are available may be of interest; in all the countries, except 
Denmark, the ages are tabulated according to the calendar year of birth, and as the 
censuses (with the exception of those in Holland and Sweden) were not taken 
at the end of a year, the figures represent only approximately the children in the second 
and third years of life.

These figures show that the excess of children in the third year of life over those 
in the second observed in the English census returns is not apparent in the majority 
of the cases included in the above statement. 

While the figures as enumerated in this country point clearly to understatement 
in the second year of life and afford reason for believing that this is not shared by the 
immediately succeeding years, neither the numbers returned for the first year nor the 
reasons for believing age at that epoch to be correctly stated prove that those numbers 
are even approximately correct. And the considerations advanced by Mr. King in his 
report* (page xliv) undoubtedly suggest that the understatement in 1911 may not be 





* The method by which the numbers of children at different ages up to five years, as quoted by Mr. King, 
were estimated from registered births and deaths is as follows :— 

Children living under one year of age at the time of the census were born within the year ended 31st March, 
1911 ; those between 1 and 2 years of age were born within the year ended 31st March, 1910; those between 
2 and 3 years of age within the year ended 31st March, 1909, &c.

The numbers of deaths shown in the above statement are estimated. Deaths at the individual years of 
age and in the two sexes having been tabulated only for calendar years prior to 1911 it was necessary to make 
assumptions as to the distribution of mortality in the first quarter of the year ascompared with that in the 
remainder of the year. Any error arising out of these assumptions must be small. 

Consideration of the age-distribution of mortality in the first year of life (given in the Annual Reports 
year by year) shows that in any year about 3% of the deaths of children under one year of age occur among 
the children born within that year, and ;°, among the children born during the preceding year. It was assumed 
that in years subsequent to the first, mortality occurs evenly throughout the year of life. This is very nearly 
true after the second year of life, but in the second year this assumption involves a certain amount of 
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limited to the second year, but includes the first also. If this really is the fact 1t becomes 
a question how far the depression at the second year in Diagram XV is due to the 
explanation advanced above, and how far to omission of young children from the 
schedules. iis 

It may well be that both causes of mis-statement are at work, for mere omission of 
young children could hardly stop short abruptly at the end of the second year, as 1t must 
be supposed to do in order to explain a discrepancy definitely limited to these two years. 
On the other hand, the “age neat birthday ” hypothesis is not only inherently probable, 
but does afford an explanation for the abrupt cessation of the shortage in the enumerated 
numbers after the second year. : 

Error of “even numbers.”’—The third irregularity in the figures referred to on 
page xxvii has not been commented upon in previous reports. It will be seen from the 
curve relating to enumerated population in Diagram XV that not only is the heaping-up 
at the multiples of 10 followed by depression at the next age, but that, speaking ‘generally 
the frequency of all the “ odd” years of life (multiples of five excepted) is less than that 
of the “ even” years between the ages 25 and 70. | 

The elevation is greatest for some reason in the case of years ending in 8. It is 
natural, of course, that it should be greater at 8 and 2 than at 4 and 6, because the odd 
numbers 9 and 1 are particularly depressed by the overstatement at 0 (page xxx). If 
this were the sole explanation, however, the peaks at ages ending in 2 should exceed 
those at 8, since the excess at 0 has been shown to be drawn more from the age above 
than from that below (that is, more from 1 than from 9), whereas in fact the excess over 
the graduated curve is much smaller at 2, the peak at this digit in some cases actually 
falling below the graduated curve. It may be that the elevations at 2 are made less 
than they otherwise would be by transference of persons properly belonging there to 
the adjacent 0. . 

The rise in the curve at the years represented by the odd multiples of five may be 
regarded as analogous to the “ round number ” error. | 

The inquiry naturally arises whether the substitution of the question as to the date 
of birth in place of the age last birthday would be attended with any marked increase 
of accuracy in the replies. It is true that the returns at single years of age in some 
other countries present a more regular series than has been found at this census in 
England and Wales, but it is at least possible that some part of their advantage may be 
due to the closer acquaintance of their inhabitants with official records than is common 
in this country, and it may reasonably be supposed that some mistakes would be made 
in deducing the date of birth from the known age. The experience of the United 
States Census Authorities in 1900 shows, however, that on the whole the statement of 
the date of birth leads to a smaller concentration at the “round numbers ” (see Report 
on the United States Census, 1900, Vol. II, page xxxv). 

Wilful mis-statement of age.—In addition to. the three forms of error so far 
discussed, arising generally through ignorance or carelessness, there are undoubtedly 
many cases of wilfully false statement of age, some persons being returned as many 
years older and others as many years younger than their true age. The general effect 
of such mis-statement appears to be inconsiderable, except among females in early 
adult life. Diagrams V and XV indicate that the number of females aged 20-25 and 
25-30 is disproportionately high. This may be due either to immigration or to wilful 





error. As, however, means of analysis in this year of age are not available the assumption was made here 
also. 
The number living under one year of age at the time of the census was taken to be the births in the year 
1911 (ended 31st March), less +2, of the deaths under one year of age during the same period, or— 
898,874 — +2, of 94,934 = 898,874 — 66,454 = 832,420. 
The numbers living between 1 year and 2 years, between 2 and 3 years, &c., were calculated by an exten- 
sion of this method, the calculation for age 4-5 years being as follows :—

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mis-statement of age, the tendency to which, in this period of female life, has frequently 
been commented upon. Diagram XVI gives an indication of the extent to which immi- 
gration suffices to account for the phenomenon ; it shows that the exaggeration at the 
ages in question is appreciably less in the United Kingdom than in England and Wales 
alone, from which it may be inferred that a part at least of the excess is due to immigra- 
tion from other portions of the United Kingdom. If the effect of immigration from 
abroad could be included as well, doubtless the aggregation in the curve at these ages 
would be further accounted for. Even after making full allowance for immigration, 
however, it would appear that there must have been a certain amount of transference 
from the later ages, and the calculations given on pages 59 to 61 of the Report on the 
Census of 1901 indicate the probable extent of wilful mis-statement of age by this section 
of the population.

Ages not stated.—In some cases no statement of age has been furnished on the 
schedule, and in other cases, generally where the return has not been made personally, 
some indefinite statement is inserted, the age being shown, for example, as “ between 
30 and 40.” The unstated ages in a given area have been distributed proportionally 
among the stated ages, and the indefinite ages have been assigned in accordance with 
the information furnished. The number of such cases at previous censuses is not on 
record, but for 1911 the numbers in the several administrative counties and county 
boroughs are shown in Table 17. The following table shows how the number of 
defective age-returns in this country compares with those in some other European 
States :—

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2. CONDITION AS TO MARRIAGE. 


Of the 36,070,492 persons enumerated in England and Wales in 1911, 20,963,807 
were returned as unmarried, 13,126,070 as married, and 1,980,615 as widowed. 
Among the unmarried there were 1,029 females to 1,000 males; the number of wives 
enumerated in the country exceeded: the number of husbands by 134,498, and were, in 
the proportion of 1,021 wives to 1,000 husbands; and the number of widows was 
1,364,804 as compared with 615,811 widowers. In 1901 the ratio of unmarried males to 
unmarried females of all ages was 1,028 to 1,000; the wives exceeded the husbands by 
106,156 and were in the proportion of 1,019 to 1,000; and the widows numbered 
1,246,407, against 550,330 widowers. 


The average annual marriage-rate was rather less in the ten years 1901-10 than 
it had been in 1891-1900, while the mean age at marriage slightly increased ; it might, 
therefore, be assumed that the proportion of married persons in the population was less 
in 1911 than at the preceding census. There were, however, 372 married males and 356 
married females per 1,000 of each sex according to the recent census, against 357 males 
and 340 females in 1901, and these latter numbers had shown a similar, but rather less 
marked, increase over the proportions in 1891. The explanation is to be found in the 
fact that owing to the changes in the age-constitution of the population a much larger 
proportion of the total is now living at the marriageable ages (see page vii). The 
general decline up to 1901 in the proportion of married persons in the adult population 
is shown in the following statement :— |

Tables 25 and 26 give comparative figures for males and females respectively from 
1851 onwards, and show their distribution over the several age-groups. Thus, for 
example, the 633 married males in 1901 included 29 aged 20-25, 177 aged 25-35, 177 
aged 35-45, and 129 aged 45-55, while in 1911 the numbers at the corresponding ages 
were 21, 167, 184, and 135 respectively. The married females showed a similar decline 
at ages under 35 years. If the proportion of married persons is calculated separately 
for each age-group it will be seen that there has been a general decrease among both 
sexes at each age-group since 1881. 


The decrease in the proportion of married is most apparent at the younger age- 
groups, no doubt as a consequence of the modern tendency to postponement of marriage, 
which chiefly affects these ages. Moreover, the diminution at the later ages must be due 
in part to the fail in the death-rate, in consequence of which the proportion of persons 
becoming widowed in early and middle life has lessened. The effect of the latter factor 
is indicated by the proportions of widowed persons, which, in spite of the diminished 
frequency of re-marriages, both of widowers and widows, and of the increased expectation 
of life of the widowed as well as of other persons, have steadily declined since 1891.

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Divorced persons were not asked to state that fact on the schedule, and have, 
therefore, been included as unmarried, married, or widowed according to the manner 
in which they were returned. In abstracting the particulars from the schedules written 
‘n Welsh it has been found that the word “ gweddw” has been used in some cases 
instead of “ sengl”’ to indicate the unmarried condition ; this may have led to a slight 
overstatement of the numbers of widowed persons in the Welsh counties, but comparison 
with the figures for 1901, when these schedules were translated into English by the 
enumerators and any similar error was presumably corrected, indicates that the number 
of such cases is not very considerable. 

The number of cases in which no statement was made as to the marital condition 
are shown in Table 17, and these have been distributed among the stated conditions. 


In conclusion we would draw attention to the graduated tables of ages, on pages 
xlix to Ixvi, which have been drawn up on a much more extended scale than was 
attempted on previous occasions. For this important work we have been fortunate in 
enlisting the services of Mr. George King, Fellow of the Institute of Actuaries, and 
we take this opportunity of thanking him for the zeal and care he has given to the 
construction of the tables as well as to the report accompanying them, which will, we 
bee prove of interest in many quarters and greatly add to the value of the present 
volume.

Sir, 


1. You were good enough to invite me to examine certain of the Returns of the 
Census of 2nd April, 1911, and to prepare graduated tables therefrom ; and I have now 
the honour to submit my report. 

2. The Census Returns entrusted to me were :— 

(1) The enumerated population of England and Wales, sub-divided— 
First, into males and females; and 
Second, as regards each sex, into unmarried, married, and widowed. 

. (2) The enumerated population of the County of London, similarly sub-divided ; 
but as regards the County of London it has not been thought necessary 
to deal separately with the sub-division of the sexes into unmarried, 
married, and widowed. : 

and (3) The enumerated population of certain selected districts, sub-divided into 
males and females. 

3. As regards all these three sets of Returns, statistics were furnished to me, showing 
the population for every age last birthday from the year of birth, 0, onwards. 

4. The selected districts above mentioned were, the Metropolitan Borough of 
Hampstead, the County Boroughs of Burnley and South Shields, the Urban District 
of Rhondda, and the Rural Districts in the Administrative Counties of Cambridge and 
the Isle of Ely. The reason why these districts were selected was that, for the Census 
of 1901, these same districts had been chosen as a sample of the whole population of 
England and Wales, and for them the Returns had been published on page 63 of the 
General Report of that Census, giving the numbers recorded at each age. Hereafter 
in this Report, the population of these selected districts is called the “‘ Sample Popula- 
tion.” For the rest of England and Wales the population in 1901 had been scheduled 
only in age groups, and it was thought that, by taking separately also for the Census 
of 1911 the same selected districts, some useful information might be obtained by 
comparing the results of the two Censuses. In 1911, for the first time, the records for 
the whole country have been given for every age, and thus an opportunity has been 
afforded of examining the Returns in much more detail than was formerly possible. 

5. The examination of the statistics was first of all directed to the consideration 
of the Returns for the total males and the total females in each of the three sets of 
observations mentioned above. It was at once apparent that in an effort to graduate 
age by age the tables of the enumerated, a system of grouping must be adopted, and 
that that system must be by taking quinary groups, that is, by taking groups for quin- 
quennial age periods. In all the three sets of statistics, and for both SeXes, there were 
well-marked peculiarities which, looking down each column, occurred with considerable 
regularity at quinquennial or decennial intervals, and which pointed to the fact that in 
giving their ages many of the persons enumerated had a strong tendency not to give 
their exact ages, but ages bearing some relation to quinquennial or decennial periods 
of life. Had all the mis-statements of age been purely accidental, and without any 
more or less well-marked law, it might have been convenient to adopt, for instance, 
septennial age groups, but in view of the cyclical character of the numbers recorded age 
by age, it was evident that such a grouping would have been quite unsuitable, and it

was clear that the best grouping would be quinquennial. For instance, the ages of an 
undue number of persons, both male and female, have been stated in round numbers 
at ages ending with digit 0. Thus, there is a disproportionate number recorded at ages 
40, 50, 60, etc. To a much smaller extent the same mis-statement occurs at digit of 
age 5, throughout the greater part of the tables there being too many recorded at ages, 
for instance, 45, 55, 65, etc. A peculiarity, observed I believe for the first time, is that 
there is a great disproportion in the recorded numbers throughout a great part of life 
at digit of age 8, the numbers enumerated, for instance, at ages 48, 58, 68, etc., being 
much too great in proportion to those recorded at the other digits of age. In fact, next 
to digit of age 0, digit of age 8 seems to be the favourite ; then digit of age 5, and, to 
a smaller extent, even digits of age, 2, 4, and 6, at the expense of odd digits of age. At 
previous Censuses the Returns were published in age groups, from 0-4, 5-9, 10-14, and 
so on, and an examination was first made to ascertain whether, when the population 
is recorded for each age, these particular age groups are the most suitable; and a 
graduated table was formed for the population, male and female combined, of the 
County of London to test the point. It was found, however, that the results were not 
satisfactory. A further investigation was therefore made, and the conclusion was 
arrived at that it was best to adopt the age intervals in which the digits of age 1 and 6 
are central, and to group the population into the age intervals 9 to 13 last birthday, 14 
to 18, 19 to 23, etc. This plan provided that the digits of age 0 and 8 should be kept 
in separate groups, and, seeing that the digit of age 0 gives the greatest excess of 
enumerated population, and the digit 8 the next greatest excess, and that on the whole 
the even digits give an excess over the odd digits, it further provided that with the digit 
8 there should be two other even digits in the group, and that with the digit 0 there should 
be only one other even digit. A careful examination showed that, throughout the 
greater part of the tables, this plan of grouping gave the best results, but possibly at 
certain portions of the tables some other grouping might have been preferable. It was, 
however, necessary to maintain the same system throughout the whole length of each 
table, and, seeing that, by adopting digits of age 1 and 6 as the central ages, the best 
results were obtained throughout the greater portion of the tables, this method of age 
grouping was finally adopted, and it has proved to be good for each of the three sets of 
statistics, and the results which it has produced will, I think, be found to be quite 
satisfactory. 

6. Starting from the numbers recorded at each age, quinary groups were formed 
as explained above, and the next step was to find “ graduated quinguennial values,” 
that is, graduated values at quinquennial intervals, by means of which to interpolate 
the numbers for intervening ages so as to produce a smooth table of populations age by 
age, from which, as far as possible, the errors in the statements of age given by the 
persons enumerated had been eliminated. A method of deriving such graduated quin- 
quennial values is fully explained in my paper “On a New Method of Constructing and 
of Graduating Mortality and Other Tables,” which was published in Vol. xliu of the 
Journal of the Institute of Actuaries, pages 114 and 115. If w be the function to be 
eraduated, then, taking three quinary groups, w, to u4, Us tO Up, aNd wo tO M4, Uy Is the 
central of the fifteen values included in the series. If we represent by wo, w;, and wip, 
these guinary groups respectively, and by a the differences (see example below) 
of the function w, and by (uw) the graduated function wu, then the formula gives 
(U7) =" 2w;— *008 A*wo. This formula gives the graduated value, with a very effective 
correction for the second differences of the function, and, seeing that the formula is a 
central one, it provides a graduated value correct up to and including the third 
difference, and there is only an error due to the fourth and higher orders of differences. 
The formula is very easily applied. To take an example from the graduation of the 
table for England and Wales total males, Table A of this Report, we have, starting 
from age 44, and writing w, for the quinary group with the enumerated at age 44 for 
its first value, w; for that with age 49 for its first value, and w,, for that with age 54 
for its first value, we make the following calculation :—

This, it will be seen, is the number at age 51, (44 + 7), in the graduated column of total 
males given in Table I of this Report. 

7. It will be observed that in this case the second difference of wy is negative, and 
therefore —*008 A*w) becomes positive; but frequently the second difference of wy 
is positive, and in such case there is a number to be deducted from *2uw;. 

8. Using this formula, graduated quinquennial values were obtained for ages 11, 
16, 21, etc., to the end of the table for the total males and the total females respectively 
in each of the three sets of observations mentioned above; and the graduated values for 
the intervening ages were supplied by osculatory interpolation, using three orders of 
differences. The object of osculatory interpolation is, when we have four values of a 
function, %, U5, Uo, and u;, to supply the four values intervening between u; and 2, 
in such a way as to obtain a smooth junction when the series is continued in each direction 
by interpolation in like manner between the values uw, and u;, and between the values 
Uy and w,;. The problem is solved by arranging that the two curves of the third order 
which meet at the point u,;, shall have the same first differential coefficient at that 
point ; and we find the value of that differential coefficient by means of a curve of the 
second order passing through the points w, w;, and w,); and similarly for the point wp . 

9. The method of osculatory interpolation was devised by Dr. T. B. Sprague, and 
published by him for five orders of differences in the Journal of the Institute of Actuaries, 
Vol. xxul, page 270. A slightly different derivation for three orders of differences 1s 
given in my own paper, “ Notes on Summation Formulas of Graduation,” Journal of 
the Institute of Actuaries, Vol. xl, page 544; and the shorter arithmetical form illus- 
trated below in my other paper mentioned in paragraph 6 above, Journal of the Institute 
of Actuaries, Vol. xl, page 120. The osculatory method was also demonstrated by 
Dr. Karup, and published in his paper in the Transactions of the Second International 
Congress of Actuaries, page 78, where he added a method of applying the formula by 
modifying the third differences, instead of by calculating for the whole table all the 
differences of the three orders. It is a matter of personal preference whether to calculate 
all the differences and complete the table in that way, or whether to modify the third 
differences from point to point. The former method is illustrated here, as being simpler 
to the ummnitiated. 

10. The column to be completed now by interpolation is that of the graduated quin- 
quennial values explained above, and which we represent by the letter wv. If by a, 
A, and A®*, we represent the three orders of differences for intervals of five years, 
that is, the differences of the graduated quinquennial values, and by 0,70) and 6°, the 
corresponding sub-divided differences, that is, the three orders of differences for intervals 
of one year of the complete table, we have :—

11. In paragraph 6 above there is a numerical illustration of the calculation of the 
graduated quinquennial values, that for age 51 in the table for England and Wales, 
Males, having been selected for the purpose. The illustration may now be continued 
by showing how the osculatory differences are worked out. To find the osculatory 
differences for age 51, we require four graduated quinquennial values, those for ages 46, 
51, 56, and 61; and these we difference as follows :—

It will be observed that the value for age 56 is exactly reproduced by the differences 
correct to the last figure, and that, when the decimal places are cut off, the values for ages 
52 to 55 are those given in Table I. Great care must be observed in watching the signs 
of the quantities dealt with, or otherwise troublesome arithmetical mistakes will occur ; 
and in practice it will be found convenient for the sake of distinction to write positive 
quantities in black ink, and negative in red ink. The work of calculating the osculatory 
differences can be effected with great facility and rapidity on the arithmometer. 

12. The youngest age at which a graduated quinquennial value can be constructed 
with sufficient accuracy is 11, and therefore the osculatory interpolation gives the 
complete series only from age 16, the central age of the quinary group involving the ages 
from 14 to 18. To carry the graduated series back to age 14, a third difference was formed 
by using the graduated values at ages 18, 17, 16, and 11, all of which had been previously 
constructed. This method affords a fairly smooth junction at age 16. At the oldest 
ages, also, above age 96, a similar plan was followed, but it was found not to work quite 
so well, and therefore above age 95 the numbers were adjusted to a certain extent 
arbitrarily.

13. The graduated tables for total males and total females in each of the three sets 
of observations which were dealt with were formed strictly by the method above 
explained, so that anyone who cares to take the trouble can reproduce the tables, and 
agree them to the last figure except as regards the very oldest ages. It is submitted 
that the resulting tables are quite satisfactory. They are smooth in their graduation 
from age 14 onwards, especially when the roughness of the original data is borne in mind, 
and they reproduce almost exactly the enumerated facts. Also, when the deviations 
are summed age by age from the top of the tables downwards, the “ accumulated 
deviations *’ are never unduly large, and change sign very frequently, thus showing that 
in no sections, even short, have the tables been in any way distorted. The following 
table shows for from age 14 onwards the deviation in the totals of the enumerated 
from the graduated for each of the observations :—

The deviations shown above are small in themselves, and infinitesimal when compared 
with the large numbers involved. They disappear when the table is carried to age 0, 
and this has been done for England and Wales total males and total females (Census, 
1911), and for the corresponding tables for the County of London; but it would not 
have served any useful present purpose thus to carry the tables back for the Sample 


Populations. 


14. The graduation of the infantile ages presented great difficulties, mainly because 
of the remarkable deficiency in the numbers enumerated for year of age 1 to 2, and the 


comparative excess of those enumerated at the succeeding ages.

These anomalies can be due only to errors in the enumeration, and an inquiry was 
therefore instituted by the Staff of the Department to ascertain whether more correct 
- results could not be arrived at for England and Wales from the recorded births in each 
of the five years ending 31st March, 1907, to 1911 inclusive, and of the deaths in each 
year of age up to 5 in each of these five years.

The discrepancies in the first two years of age are so great as to require further 
elucidation, but on the face of it the explanation would seem to be that many young 
infants altogether escaped being enumerated at the Census. The deaths at individual 
years of age and for the two sexes were tabulated only for calendar years prior to 1911, 
and in arriving at the above estimates it was necessary to make. assumptions as to the 
distribution of mortality in the first quarter of the calendar year as compared with that 
in the remainder of the year, but any error arising from this assumption must be small. 
From 1911 tabulation has been carried out in greater detail, and in a few years’ time 
material will have accumulated which will be invaluable for many purposes.* 

15. After consideration it was resolved to fall back on the Census figures, and many 
trials were made to find a mathematical formula that would graduate the tables from 
age 14 to birth, but none succeeded, and therefore resort was had to graphic graduation, 
the method of the late Joshua Milne being that selected. The Census forms require the 
age of a child in the first year of life to be given in months, and hence it was assumed 
that mis-statements of age at age 0 might be ignored. Therefore, for the graduated 
value at age 0 the enumerated value was adopted without alteration. At the other end 
of this section of the tables the graduated value for age 14 had already been calculated. 
Milne’s method was described by himself in his work on “ Life Annuities” published 
in 1815, but his explanations were not very clear, and at one time there was some con- 
troversy as to the exact course which he had followed. I myself, however, investigated 
the matter and succeeded in elucidating Milne’s method, and in completely reconstructing 
his Carlisle Table, to which the method had been applied, my paper on the subject 
appearing in Vol. xxiv of the Journal of the Institute of Actuaries, page 186.

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17. As regards England and Wales, 1911, Males and Females, efforts were also made 
to graduate tables for the unmarried, the married, and the widowed, respectively ; but 
great difficulties were encountered, and the results, for the earlier years at any rate, are 
not entirely satisfactory. Possibly better results could be obtained by further investiga- 
tions, but these would occupy much time which is not at the moment available. Each 
of the three columns, unmarried, married, and widowed, for each of the sexes, was dealt 
with to begin with in exactly the same way as the columns for total males and total 
females, and from age 39 onwards the results are fairly good. They are given for males 
in Table I, and for females in Table [V. For ages younger than 39, however, the method 
did not succeed, and for ages younger than about 25 it produced anomalies, the nature of 
the curves for the married and the widowed at these young ages being apparently such 
that mathematical formulas of graduation are quite unsuitable. Many methods were 
tried, but none with any success, and finally, from age 38 to age 15, the graduation was 
effected simply by taking proportions from the columns of total males and total females 
respectively. For the male table, for instance, at each of these ages the total graduated 
was divided by the total enumerated, and multiplied into the unmarried, the married, 
and the widowed, respectively, and the results entered in the graduated table; and 
similarly for the females. Did errors of age follow the same law in all marital states,’ 
this plan should prove satisfactory ; but clearly, from the results, the unmarried, the 
married, and the widowed do not make mis-statements of the same kind and to the same 
extent, and therefore the figures in the table do not run well. For example, in the total 
males table, from age 14 to age 38 inclusive, the enumerated total males are 1,054 in 
excess of the graduated, this deviation disappearing when the rest of the table is taken 
into account. The enumerated unmarried males are 1,864 in excess of the graduated, 
the married males 847 in defect, and the widowed males 37 in excess. Were the law 
of mis-statement of age the same in all the tables, then the unmarried males should be 
655 in excess, the married should be 393 in excess, and the widowed should be 6 in excess. 

18. From age 39 onwards, where the construction of all the four columns has been 
effected on identical principles, the enumerated total males are.1,177 in defect from the 
graduated, this deviation disappearing when the whole table is taken into account, while 
the enumerated unmarried males are 516 in excess, the married males 1,680 in defect, 
and the widowed males 13 in defect. The result, taking the whole table, is that, while 
for the total males the number of the graduated is exactly equal to that of the enumerated 
yet the enumerated unmarried males are 2,503 more than the graduated, the enumerated 
married males are 2,527 less, and the enumerated widowed males are 24 more; and the 
three columns of unmarried, married, and widowed exactly balance each other. 

19. These deviations may seem large in themselves, but they bear only a very small 
proportion to the totals, the deviation among the unmarried being only 2°42 in 10,000, 
among the married 3°89 in 10,000, and among the widowed °39 in 10,000, 

20. The total males are exactly reproduced by the graduation, but not so the 
unmarried, the married, and the widowed. The graduation has effected a small amount 
of transfer between these three marital states, but it does not follow that the graduation 
itself is at fault. There may have been mis-statements as to marital condition, and a 
graduation horizontally as well as perpendicularly may be desirable. This is a point 
which requires further investigation. For instance, later on in this Report (see para- 
graph 26) it will be seen that the conclusion is almost inevitable that at certain ages, to 
some extent for the males, but to a larger extent for the females, too many return them- 
selves as unmarried, and the figures above mentioned seem to point in the same 
direction. 

21. In Table II for total males and Table V for total females, the enumerated and 
the graduated populations are compared age by age, the actual deviations at each age 
being shown, and also the proportionate deviations, that is, deviations per 100,000 
individuals at each age. Tables VII to X for the sample population are given in the 
same form. These tables show at a glance at which ages the deviations occur, and 
whether the deviations are in excess or in defect, and they also show the proportionate 
extent of the deviations. It should be mentioned that when the deviation is given 
“plus ”’ it means that the enumerated number is greater than the graduated, and vice 
versa where the deviation is given as “‘minus.”’ A few remarks as to the indications 
afforded by these tables are offered later on in this Report. 

22. Table III for England and Wales Males, and Table VI for England and Wales 
Females, show age by age the marital condition of the two sexes respectively. The 
number is given for each age of the unmarried, the married, and the widowed, respectively, 
among 100,000 at each age. These tables are derived from Tables I and IV respectively. 
As far as age 38 Table III corresponds exactly with Table 1, and Table VI with Table IV ; 
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that is, if in Table I, for instance, we take any age not greater than 38, and divide the 
numbers unmarried, married, and widowed, by the total population at the age, we get 
exactly the proportions given in Table III. The graduation of this portion of the table 
is, however, very rough. Had the same method been followed from age 39 onwards, 
the respective tables would have exactly corresponded, and the graduation of Tables HT 
and VI would have been better than at the early ages, but still not very smooth. To 
obtain a smooth graduation of this portion of the tables the method of osculatory inter- 
polation described above was applied directly. At ages 31, 36, 41, etc., there were 
found from Tables I and IV the number of unmarried, married, and widowed, respectively, 
among 100,000 individuals at each age, and then the intervening values were inter- 
polated. Therefore, at these quinquennial points the respective tables correspond 
exactly, but at the intervening points there are small differences which are of no con- 
sequence, and these differences were introduced deliberately in order to obtain smooth 
graduation of Tables III and VI. Tables IIT and VI give the probabilities of a person 
of unknown marital condition, and of any age, being unmarried, married, or widowed. 


The probabilities are obtained by placing the decimal point so that there may be five 
places of decimals in the columns. Thus at age 50 the probability that a man of unknown | 


marital condition is unmarried is *11832, that he is married *81750, and that he is 
widowed °06418. é 

23. The main object of giving the somewhat voluminous tables appended to this 
Report is to supply investigators with material by means of which to pursue their 
inquiries. Nevertheless, it may not be out of place to offer a few remarks on some of 
the more salient features which have presented themselves in the examination of the data 
and the construction of the tables. 

24. It will be noticed from Tables I and IV for England and Wales Males and 
Females respectively that, from about age 85 onwards, the graduation has had a marked 
effect on the nature of the tables. It has increased the numbers from about ages 85 to 
91, and correspondingly diminished them, but perhaps not quite to the same extent, 
from about age 92 onwards. Lest this feature should be due to the particular graduation 
formula selected, various other methods of graduation were tried for this part of the 
tables, but they all had the same result ; and the conclusion is irresistible that persons 
from about ages 85 to 90 succumb to the temptation to overstate their ages, and to 
claim to be over 90. In no other way can the excess of those enumerated at ages 91 
onwards, and the defect of those enumerated from ages 85 to 90, be accounted for. 

25. In Table I, from ages 19 to 24 the differences, which are negative, in the column 
of Total Males unduly decrease numerically, while in Table IV, from ages 17 to 24 the 
negative differences in the column of Total Females diminish numerically markedly, 
and at ages 22 and 23 they are actually positive. Although, as regards males especially, 
the sequence of the numbers at the different ages in this portion of the tables is disturbed 
by emigration, including the large numbers of young men who leave the country as 
soldiers or sailors, yet this seems to imply that, as regards males, there must be a small 
immigration of young men into England and Wales, and, as regards females, there must 
be a very considerable immigration of young women. It is perhaps rather surprising 
that this should be so when we deal with the whole of England and Wales, but, never- 
theless, possibly these young persons come into England and Wales from Scotland and 
Ireland or from abroad. When we look at the tables for the Sample Populations, and 
for the County of London, this peculiarity is much more marked, but for these com- 
paratively small districts the immigration may, of course, be from other parts of England 
and Wales, i 

26. Table III for males gives the number of unmarried, married, and widowed, to 
100,000 males at each age, and, similarly, Table VI gives the same information 
for females. By differencing these tables it is revealed that for males, from ages 54 to 
60, and again from ages 80 to 85, the proportion of the unmarried to the total male 
population is distinctly too large, and that there is a similar disproportion for females 
from ages 67 to 70; while from age 75 to the end, the proportion of the unmarried 
females to the total females increases. Were the statements as to marital condition 
given at the Census correct, this would necessarily mean that the unmarried males and 
females enjoyed a very remarkable vitality and that the rate of mortality amongst them 
was much lighter than amongst the married and the widowed. It can hardly be believed 
that this is the case, and it is much more probable that a considerable number of those 
who are really married or widowed describe themselves at these rather advanced ages 
as unmarried. As has already been remarked in this Report (see paragraph 20), the 
graduation of the tables makes a correction for these probable errors, but apparently 
not a sufficient correction. The graduation transfers a certain number of the enumerated 
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unmarried to the. married, but not enough to correct the increase, which can 
scarcely be real, in the proportion of the unmarried to the total population. It may 
be mentioned here that some time ago I made a similar inquiry regarding the males 
enumerated at the Census of 1901, and it was found that the enumerated unmarried 
males were unduly numerous at the more advanced ages. In fact, this disproportion 
was then more marked than it is in the Census of 1911. 

27. Table II for England and Wales Males, and Table V for England and Wales 
Females, afford a means of estimating tentatively the total effect on the statistics of the 
mis-statements of age. 

28. There are errors which may be called accidental, such, for instance, as where 
a person does not know his exact age and gives it, say, as 36 when really it should be 
34. These errors, when large numbers are involved, tend to neutralise each other and 
do not have much influence on the Returns generally, because they do not occur only 
in one direction, in some cases the age being overstated and in other understated. They 
are errors in so far as the individuals are concerned, but not as regards the population 
as a whole, and notwithstanding these accidental errors, the enumeration age by age is 
approximately correct. Then there are deviations, such as are found in all unadjusted 
statistics, due to many, and for the most part unknown, causes, and the graduation 
smooths them away; but with such large numbers as are involved in the Census, they 
are Dbesingtt account and are negligible. These accidental errors may be, therefore, 
ignored. 

29. On the other hand, there are errors which may be called deliberate, such as are 
shown by the great excess of the enumerated at digits of age 0 and 8, which are probably 
almost entirely eliminated by the graduation. When the mis-statements do not go 
beyond the limits of the age groups employed in the graduation, the elimination 1s 
practically complete, and when they extend to the next age group on either side, the 
correction for second differences (see paragraph 6 above) has great effect, as is exemplified 
by the transferences in both the male and the female tables at the old ages. 

30. There are other errors of the deliberate kind upon which the graduation has 
no effect. For instance, a person aged 40 may purposely give the age of 30. It is 
beyond the power of graduation to correct these mis-statements, but possibly in view 
of the very large numbers involved, they do not possess great weight. 

31. Looking first at Table II, England and Wales Males, and omitting ages below 
age 14, which, from the present point of view, are unimportant, it will be found that the 
total positive deviations are 218,884, and the total negative deviations 219,007. When 
a person mis-states his age, the mis-statement is counted twice, because he appearswrongly 
at the age he states, and is the cause of a positive deviation, and he is not included at 
his true age, and is the cause of a negative deviation. To get the amount of the real 
deviations we therefore take the mean of the positive and negative deviations, and for 
England and Wales Males this gives the amount of the real deviations as 218,945°5. 
The enumerated total for this section of the England and Wales Males table is 12,257,502, 
and therefore the number of mis-statements corrected by the graduation is 1°786 per 
cent. of the population. - 

32. Turning now to Table V, England and Wales Females, from age 14 to the end, 
the positive deviations are 233,287, and the negative 233,320, and the mean 233,303°5. 
The enumerated total for this section of the England and Wales Females table is 
13,449,378, and, therefore, the number of mis-statements corrected by the graduation 
is 1°735 per cent. of the population. 

33. These percentages are surprisingly small, and yet they seem to be approximately 
correct. They also contradict the generally received opinion that women are guilty 
of more mis-statements than men, the percentage for the females being to a very small 
extent less than that for the males. In the case of females, however, there may be more 
of what have been called above deliberate errors which escape correction in the 
graduation. 

34. Tables VII and VIII for the Sample Population Males, 1901 and 1911 respectively, 
and, similarly, Tables IX and X for the Females, afford very interesting comparisons 
when they are applied to measure the extent of the mis-statements of age. - 

35. In Table VII, Sample Population Males, 1901, from age 14 onwards, the positive 
deviations are 3,770, and the negative 3,782, the mean being 3,776. The total enumerated 
male population was 163,767, and, therefore, the mis-statements of age corrected are 
2°306 per cent. 

36. In Table VIII, Sample Population Males 1911, the positive deviations are 
3,875, and the negative 3,882, the mean being 3,878°5. The enumerated population 
was 192,559, and, therefore, the mis-statements of age corrected are 2°014 per cent. 
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37. In 1901, as above, the percentage of mis-statements was 2°306, and in 1911 it 
was 2°014, the difference being ‘292 per cent., thus showing an improvement of 12°66 
per cent. in the age statements given by the males at the Census of 1911 over that of 
1901. 

38. In Table IX, Sample Population Females 1901, from age 14 onwards, the 
positive deviations are 3,683, and the negative 3,681, the mean being 3,682. The 
enumerated population was 177,359, and, therefore, the mis-statements of age corrected 
amount to 2°076 per cent. 

39. In Table X, Sample Population Females 1911, the positive deviations are 3,972 
and the negative 3,966, the mean being 3,969. The enumerated population was 205,240, 
and, therefore, the mis-statements of age corrected amounted to 1° 934 per cent. 

40. In 1901, as above, the percentage of mis-statements of age was 2°076, and in 
1911, 1°934, the difference being ‘142 per cent., thus showing an improvement of 6°840 
per cent. in the age statements given by the females at the Census of 1911 over that of 
1901. 

41. It is worthy of remark that at each of the Censuses, 1901 and 1911, the females 
seem to have given their ages more accurately than the males, just as in the case of the 
Census of 1911 for the whole of England and Wales, but the improvement in 1911 over 
1901 was greater among the males than the females. The percentages for the Sample 
Populations are wonderfully close to those for the whole of England and Wales, and the 
results derived from all these sets of observations seem mutually to confirm each other.
